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I went to college in a small town in - 


the Midwest. The only motorcycle 
dealer in town before the flood of 
Japanese machines arrived was a big 
Irishman named Finnegan who 
operated, from time to time, out of his 
garage, a gas Station, and a barn. 
Finnegan carried just about every make 
of European and British machine at one 
time or other, and the pride of his shop 
were the Matchless and Norton 750’s 
that he sold. 

Back in those days, the Nortons and 
“Matchsticks” were both made by AMC 
and used the same engine and frame. 
There were two models of Norton, the 
Atlas road machine and the P-series 
scramblers. 

Every summer Finnegan would sell a 
couple of the long-stroke 750 twins and, 
since the biking community in town was 
pretty tight, it was only a matter of hours 
until everyone had heard that Finnegan 
sold one of the big twins. 

The next afternoon about 20 of us 
would show up at Finnegan’s by ones 
and twos. We’d buy a Coke and sit in 
the shade and bench race until the new 
owner came in. They almost always did. 

The old AMC 750’s, while they were 
respected for their handling and power, 
vibrated, you see. Now when the newly 
purchased machine was wrung out on its 
first evening ride, that vibration took its 
toll. Nuts fell off, the mufflers would 
show cracks, the glass in the instruments 
would shatter and the new owner 
usually was somewhere between tears 
and rage. 

Which, I’m afraid, was all quite 
satisfying to us since we didn’t own 
anything that could perform in the same 
league with the Nortons and 
Matchlesses. Nor did our British or 
Japanese machines handle like the 
Nortons with their ‘“Roadholder”’ Forks 
and “Featherbed” frames. So we gained 
the upper hand by guffawing loudly at 
the shook-up machines and owners. 

The legendary vibration was enough 
to keep many people from having any 
interest in the Norton/Matchless

machines until 1968. That year there 
was a change in the industry, and 
Norton led it off. The Matchless died 
quietly with AMC, but the new 
Norton-Villiers company made the first 
superbike; the Norton Commando. 

I wasn’t impressed. I was working for 
a Honda dealer at the time and we knew 
that the Honda 750 was about to be 
introduced. Man, that had four 
cylinders and it would surely’ blow 
everything off the road. And be smooth, 
too. The Norton was still a big 750 
twin, remember. Oh, yeah. It has a 
rubber mounted engine — “Isolastic”’ 
mounting they called it — but would 
that really get rid of all that vibration? 
And even if it did, those rubber mounts 
also mounted the swing arm and they 
would have to hurt the handling. 

But then I began to talk to people 
who owned the Commandos. And 
people who had raced against them. 
And I read road tests. And I went to 
my ea ae 
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H 3 : 
Because of its extreme smoothness, the Norton makes an excellent touring machine. 
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some road races. 

It was becoming inescapable: the 
Commando was fast. Fast as anything 
around. And it didn’t vibrate at any 
frequency that would disturb you. 
Finally, I rode one. It vibrated less than 
my Honda 450. Damn. That was a real 
blow to my ego. 

Before we got the bike that is the 
subject of this test, the staff was 
impressed by the following facts. Yes, it 
was fast; no, it didn’t vibrate; and, well, 
it was British. Being British meant that 
it would leak oil and have Lucas 
electrics. 

The machine we. received was a 
Norton 750 Commando Roadster with 
Combat engine and a Lockheed disc 
brake on the front wheel. The Combat 
engine is the 65 BHP version of the 750 
Norton engine. 

It has a slightly hairies camshaft and 
a bit more compression (10:1 rather 
than 8.9:1), and can be identified by 











the black cylinder. It is coupled by 


chain to a non-unit four-speed gearbox. | 


This venerable unit was conceived by 
AMC and has been in use for about 20 
years. There are all sorts of gear sets 
available for it, including a six-speed. 
There isn’t any need for any of these, 
however. First is fairly tall, but the 
ample torque pulls you right away from 
a standing start. 

Riders used to the more petite 
shifting characteristics of Japanese 
machinery will have some trouble at 
first adapting to the Norton’s long 
throw. They will also have some trouble 
getting used to the shift pattern, an 
up-for-down, down-for-up layout on the 
right side of the bike. There isn’t any 
neutral light, we were surprised to note. 
However, the positive feel of the 
gearbox made that lack a minor 
problem. 

The clutch is very solid, positive, and 
nicely mannered, We are able to easily 
push a car with the Norton which 
should give some idea of clutch 
performance and low-end engine power. 
The hitch is that the clutch cable has to 
be kept carefully lubricated. It requires 
a reasonably light pull to disengage if 
properly oiled. Once the lubrication 
began to go away it became hard to 
pull. Keep it lubed. 

Once you remember which way to 
shift it (It sure is embarrassing when 
you forget.), the machine will accelerate 
very briskly. With the powerband where 
it is and the good clutch, fast starts are 
consistently easy. It runs straight 
coming off the line; no wheelie, no 
wiggle, just go. 

Handling is excellent if the machine 
is properly set up. The most descriptive 
remark about the Commando’s handling 
came from a biker friend who was riding 
Passenger with one of our staffers when 
the latter became involved with a very 
fast imported car on one of southern 
California’s mountain roads. After our 
man blasted underneath the car with the 
speedo showing a highly illegal figure, 
his passenger commented, “The only 
time I’ve ever leaned over that far was 
when I got my shoelace caught on my 
shift lever.” 

The Norton handles spectacularly. It 
goes where you want it with the power 
on or off, even over bumps. The 
“Ssolastic” engine mounts are also the 
mounts for the swing arm which is 
connected to the engine. Since the 
engine is rubber mounted, the swing 
arm is also. It seems like this would 
make for less than positive handling. It 
just isn’t so. It handles excellently — if 
the mounts are tight. We rode one 
machine that had mounts that required 
shimming and it wobbled in a straight 
line at 80 MPH and up. It also wiggled 
every time that you shifted. The manual 
calls for shimming every 10,000 miles, 
but the machine needing adjustment 
only had 6,000 miles on it. 
Knowledgable folks informed us that 
the mounts should be checked every 
two or three thousand miles. 

Aside from shimming being 
necessary, there is one other item that 
can affect the Commando’s handling: 
the tires. The tires that were supplied 
with our Roadster were Avon GP’s 
which were entirely adequate on dry 
pavement. They weren’t entirely happy, 
although satisfactory, on wet pavement. 
The other tire that is specified for the 
Norton’s is the Dunlop K-81. The 
manual cautions against using any 
others. 
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If you use a tire other than the 
standard ones, you run the risk of 
seriously impairing the handling of the 
machine. We found this out when we 
had a flat that destroyed a tire and 
fitted a rib front tire. Handling was 
noticeably altered and the machine 
would oscillate at 30-35 MPH. Again, 
the standard machine properly 
maintained handles outstandingly, in 
the finest Norton tradition. 

If the handling was traditionally 
good, the oil-tightness was traditionally 
bad in the same British tradition. The 
fork seals were shot, a pool of oil would 
form behind the cylinders, and the 
chain oiler would deposit a pool under 
the machine when parked overnight. 
During the test the nut over the 
alternator came loose and backed out. 
The primary cover had to be removed to 
tighten it back up. After that the 
primary cover had a respectable leak, 
too, 

If the oil puddles were what we 
expected from British machines, then 
the Lucas electrics were better. It never 
blew a bulb. This is rather remarkable 
when you consider how far out on the 
fender that taillight is. The vibration 
would seem to be amplified, but there 
isn’t enough apparently to affect bulbs. 

The headlight wasn’t particularly 
spectacular. Somebody should copy the 
Japanese here. The handlebar switches 
are the standard Lucas items that all 
British road machines are using. The 
horn is in the wrong place. To use it, 
you must roll off the throttle. Also 
available is a kill button and a flasher 
button. The latter is a button that cuts 
in the high beam as long as it is 
depressed, whether the lights are on or 
not. It’s a very useful feature. 

The most unique feature of the 
electrical system is a plug on the right 
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Lucas has provided a socket into which a battery charger may be plugged or accessories may 


take power. 


side of the machine into which you can 


plug a battery charger, or take power to 
heat your tea or drive other accessories 
up to a maximum of 17% amps. The 
key was on the left side below the rear 
of the tank. Some staffers got along 
with it there and some didn’t. It was 
difficult to get the key into the keyhole 
in the dark. An electrolytic capacitor is 
fitted to the system which enables the 
machine to be run and the lights to 
work with a dead battery as long as the 
engine is running. 

The wiring seems sort of awkward 
and unsure of itself. For example, the 
brake light switch is mounted at the 
pedal and the wiring can be scraped 
through during a prolonged peg-dragging 
session if not carefully taped up out of 
the way. Warning lights mounted in the 
headlight include a high-beam and a 
charge light. There is also a turn 
indicator indicator, but there were no 





turn indicators fitted so the indicator 
indicator seemed unnecessary. 

The brakes did a good job of 
stopping the bike, but required a good 
deal of pressure to do so. The front disc 
is not adjustable and requires a rather 
large hand to be able to get a proper 
grip on the lever. It showed no fade 
under hard use and would bring the 
front wheel to the fine line between 
locking and rolling without doing 
anything scary. The rear brake wasn’t 
quite as nice, The design of the thing 
poses something of a mystery. The rear 
hub is a full width item, but the brake is 
tacked on the left side, under the 
sprocket but outside of the hub. It 
requires a great deal of pressure to use 
as much as is desirable in an emergency 
situation and fades slightly. 
Nonetheless, it would always be willing 
to lock up the wheel if enough pressure 


was applied. (Please turn to page 60)

GRAND NATIONAL CHAMPIONSHIP 


Although history books will say 
much about 1972, in the world of 
- American Motorcycle Association 
professional motorcycling, 1972 will go 
down as “The Year of Mark Brelsford”’. 

Brelsford’s consistent and aggressive 
performance aboard his 
Harley-Davidson during 1972 earned for 


him the Grand National Championship 


trophy and the Number One plate for 
the coming season. 

On his way to the Grand National 
Championship, Brelsford won three 
National races, finished second three 
times, came in third twice and finished 
in the top 10a total of 14 times during 
the-23-race season. 

So consistent was Brelsford in 1972 
that when the 23-lap Atlanta Mile race 
was over, he had already wrapped up 
the title. 

Brelsford, 23, and one of the 
youngest riders ever to win a Grand 
National title, started slowly in the 
1972 season, but after a win at the 
25-lap Ascot TT and the 20-lap 
Louisville Half-mile he moved to within 
11 points of the front-running Kenny 
Roberts. 

With a second place finish at the 
Laconia Road Race, he vaulted into the 
point lead with 632 points to the 511 of 
Roberts who failed to finish. 

The national point race developed 
into a three-way battle by the time the 
circuit had progressed to the San Jose 
Mile with Brelsford holding a 70-point 
bulge over Gary Scott who had in turn 
moved one point ahead of Roberts. 

Brelsford upped his lead to 120 
points at the San Jose race and then 
scored his third National Championship 
win of the season at the Salem, Oregon 
Half-mile event while Scott was taking a 
third. 

After the Salem victory, Brelsford’s 
point total had jumped to 882 while 
Scott followed within. striking range 
with 712 and Roberts held third with a 
641 total. 

For the remainder of the season, 
Brelsford was able to fight off all 
challengers for the coveted Grand 
National title, amassing 1,483 points for 
the season, a record point total for a 
Grand National Championship. 

Scott, campaigning a Triumph, 
finished second in the standings with 
one National win to this credit during 
the year, the 20-laper at Ascot Park in 
September. He collected a total of 
1,105 points for his season’s efforts. 

The battle for third through eighth 
places raged during the season, with the 
final outcome in doubt until the last race 
of the season. 

Gene Romero, 1970 Grand National 
Champion, finally finished in the third 
place position, after a hard-fought 
battle. Roberts proved his main 
adversary, but considerable pressure also 
was applied by the next four riders in 
the standings as just 57 points separated 
the six riders. 

Romero, also on a Triumph, 
overhauled Roberts in the point race at 
the Roosevelt, New York, Half-mile 
where he took an eighth to give him 767 
points to Roberts’ 761. 

Romero’s lone win of the season 
came at San Jose and although Roberts 
finished one place better than the San 
Luis Obispo, California, rider in the 
season finale at Ontario, it wasn’t 
enough to overcome Romero’s lead. 

Robert’s after a fast start, led the 
national point standings through the 
first nine races of the season, winning 
the 25-lap short track event at Houston 
early in the season. Nevertheless, he 
faltered in the stretch and Brelsford’s 
consistency was too much for him. He 
finished fourth with 849 points. 

Finishing in fifth position in the 
point battle was Freehold, New Jersey’s 
Chuck Palmgren, who posted two strong 
National wins near the end of the season 
at Roosevelt and Indianapolis. 
Palmgren’s run at fourth place fell just 
eight points short as he finished with 
841 markers, 

Tied for sixth were Dick Mann, the 
reigning Champion of the professional 
motorcycling world, and Jim Rice. 

Mann picked up back-to-back wins at 
the Homewood Mile and Peoria TT 
races on a BSA to finish with 776 points 
on the season after a slow start. 

Rice picked up a pair of wins during 
the year, garnering victories at the 
Colorado Springs Mile and San Jose; 
plus second place finishes at Salem and 
Castle Rock, Wasthington, TT. 

In his win at San Jose, Rice overcame 
an encounter with a guardrail that 
severely injured his shoulder during the 
sixth lap. He maintained control of his 
BSA and pressed on for the win. 

Taking the number eight position was 


former Grand National Champion Mert 
Lawwill who won the Columbus, Ohio, 
Charity Newsies Half-mile. Lawwill 

_ chalked up a second at Roosevelt and a 
third at both Peoria and Ascot aboard a 
Harley-Davidson. 

In ninth place was Cal Rayborn. 
Rayborn, another Harley-Davidson 
rider, visited the winner’s circle twice 
during the year, taking the Indianapolis 
race and also recording a win at Laguna 
Seca. Both were Road Races. 

In 10th position in the point race was 
Canada’s Dave Sehl who won at Atlanta 
late in the season and finished with 629 
points. 


These 10 men were the big winners — 


on the AMA circuit this year, but there

Next came the prestigious 200-mile 
Daytona Road Race, with a $43,000 
purse up for grabs. 

This time it was 21-year-old Don 
Emde providing the first major upset of 
the season as he charged his privately 
tuned 350cc Yamaha. to victory, 
outlasting a formidable collection of 
new 750cc machines and

were many others who raced against 
them for the largest purses in the 
history of the sport. 

Brelsford alone won over $30,000 in 
purses, not counting contingencies and 
bonuses. Altogether, the 23-race circuit 
offered $422,000 in purses. 


MANUFACTURER'S CHAMPIONSHIP 


But it wasn’t just money and rider 
points that were on the line at every 
National race. In addition, the 
prestigious Manufacturer’s 
Championship was at stake. 

With 23 events being contested on 
the National circuit, there was ample 
opportunity for all riders to prove their 
machines and themselves. The circuit 
included seven road races, four TTs, 
four miles, six half-miles and two short 
track events. 

The season started with a TT at the 
Houston Astrodome before a 
record-breaking audience of 64,000 


factory-sponsored riders. 

Emde, in fact, led Yamaha to sweep 
of the 200-mile Daytona Road Race as 
the Yamahas took four of the first five 
places. 

That, along with Roberts’ win at 
Houston, propelled Yamaha into the 
early manufacturer’s point lead. The 
Yamahas at that time had earned 430 
points while the nearest competitior 
Triumph, held 210. 

The AMA pros next traveled to 
Gainesville, Georgia for the Road 
Atlanta event and there Jody Nicholas 
set a new record with a water-cooled 
750cc Suzuki, covering the 125 miles 
with an average speed of 91.392 MPH. 

Nicholas and two other Suzukis, 
however, were subsequently disqualified 
when, in the usual post-race inspection, 
it was discovered the machines were 
equipped with non-standard heads, a 
violation of FIM Formula 750 Rules.

Nicholas protested, but later 
withdrew his protest, and second place 
finisher Yvon Duhamel of Quebec, 
aboard a Kawasaki, was declared the 
winner, 

Paul Smart, also riding a Kawasaki, 
was moved to second place and Gene 
Romero was bumped up to third. 

It was then on to Colorado Springs 
for a 25-lap dirt track race at the Pikes 
Peak Turf Club mile oval where Jim 
Rice, aboard a BSA, finished in the 
winner’s circle. Brelsford followed with 
a second on his Harley-Davidson while 
Roberts piloted his Yamaha to third, 

At the end of the Colorado Springs 
event, Yamaha still led the pace by a 
sizeable margin with 580 points, while 
second place Triumph had collected 350 
points. 

Moving on to California and Ascot 
Park at Gardena, Dave Aldana powered 
his Norton to a non-national Yamaha 
Gold Cup win May 5th while Brelsford 
took the National Championship event 
the following day, conquering the 
25-lap TT. Triumph-mounted Gary 
Scott was second and John Hateley

San Jose, Rice pulled his 


ote come-from-behind win after 
his run-in with the guardrail on lap six 
while Roberts finished second and Mann 
was third. 

At Louisville, after rain forced a 
one-day postponement, Brelsford took 
the checkers and was followed to the 
finish line by Sehl and Scott. 

With the conclusion of the first 
eastern swing, Yamaha had compiled 
714 points while Triumph had closed 
the gap, moving to within 94 points of 
the leaders with 620 points. 
Harley-Davidson also was on the move, 
gaining third place with a 595 total. 

At Laconia, Gary Fisher set a new 
100-mile track record of 74.966 MPH 
while Brelsford took second and 
Romero finished third. 

At Indianapolis, Rayborn aboard a 
Harley-Davidson, took the first place 
points and was followed to the winner’s 
circle by Duhamel and Romero. In that 
race, Harley-Davidson moved into 
second place in the manufacturer’s 
point race while Yamaha still held the 
other bike-builders off with it point 
total of 959. 

The Harley-Davidson racing team 
closed the gap on Yamaha again at the 
Charity Newsies Half-mile race at the 
end of June when Mert Lawwill, aboard 
a Harley-Davidson, out-dueled Gary 
Scott for the win. With that win, the 
Harley-Davidson moved to within 32 
points of still-leading Yamaha. 

At Salem, Oregon, Brelsford took the 
lead on the seventh lap of the 20-lap 
Half-mile event while Jim Rice was 
second and Scott was third. 

The Brelsford win propelled 
Harley-Davidson into the limelight for 
manufacturer’s points. It was the first

Thor motorcycles were the best 
machines in the world in the early days 
of the century. That was the verdict of 
the U.S. military after field tests 


conducted in Texas around 1916. The

mobile motorcycle army as the hot set 
up for the future. After Thor was 
decided on as the machine for the 
doughboys, contracts for 10,000 of the 
machines were in the works. 
Unfortunately a bunch of radicals in the 
miltary establishment argued that 
“flying bicycles” pioneered by the

Wright brothers were better than Thor 


motorcycles pioneered by Alex 
Levedahl. The radical faction won out 
and the motorcycle money went for 
aeroplanes. 

Thor motorcycles had come a long 
way from the days of 1893 when Alex 
Levedahl founded the “Aurora 
Automatic Machinery Company” in one 
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Thor enthusiast with trick horn. 


corner of the Chicago Corset Company 
factory in Aurora, Illinois. The 
company’s main product at that time 
was bicycle spoke nipples, with outside 
job work on the side. But before the 
turn of the century Levedahl was 
manufacturing pneumatic tools sold to 
the railroad industry through the Hurley 
brother’s marketing firm known as the 
Independent Pneumatic Tool Company. 
It was the Hurleys who recruited 
Diamond Jim Brady as a figurehead 
president with a handsome salary in 
return for use of his railroad industry 
connections, 

Also before the turn of the century 
Levedahl’s company was producing 
gasoline engines, which eventually were 
mounted to bicycle frames — the exact 
time of his first motorcycle is not 
known. A lowly bookkeeper ended the 
search for a good brand name with a 
suggestion of THOR, and a new era 
(financed by Simon Florsheim, the 
corset company owner) of motorcycles, 
power tools, and even washing 
machines was born. 

Business boomed and expanding Thor 
production forced the corset company 
out of its own building. Soon the 
motorcycle manufacturing operation 
was moved to Chicago, and a company 
showroom opened among the Pierce 
Arrows, Packards, and Oldsmobiles on 
“automobile row”’ in the same city. 

Thor was the most respected marque 
of the day. Even so, in those days you 
couldn’t just jump on and ride off. It 
took a special skill to start the machine, 
and carburetion was not exactly precise. 
It was not uncommon for a motor to 
freeze up or for a valve to seize in its 
guide. Usually the rider could let the 
bike cool down, adjust the carburetor,

and take off ‘again. 

The Thor factory had a practice no 
longer popular among many 
manufacturers. The people who built 
the bikes rode them, too. 










One man who came to work at the 
Thor. plant long after motorcycle 
production ceased first rode a Thor 
before World War I. His buddy had just 
gotten a new bike, and our hero just had 
to try it out. It happened on a Sunday, 
and the 18 year old dude was wearing 
his best clothes. Legend has it that the 
intrepid soul actually hit 85 mph. After 
returning to his pal, he discovered that 
his tie was tattered off at the knot and 
the cuffs were completely torn off his 
trousers. He had a hell of a time 
explaining to his mother. (They just 
don’t make clothes like they used to). 

Thor grew in frame as a fast and 
reliable (for that time) mount, and 
popularity increased until its peak at the 
time of the army tests. It was at its 
height of glory that the Thor 
motorcycle went out of production. 
After the military canceled ‘the 
motorcycle order in favor of aeroplanes, 
the War Production Board ordered Thor 
to devote total capacity to the 
production of power tools. Motorcycle 
production was not resumed after the 
war, and the finest motorcycle in the 
land was no more.

QOLDSTAR/SPORTST

On the way back from a race in Florida 
we stopped in Tallahassee to visit a new 
acquaintance, Scott Guthrie. Scott was 
out in his workshop putting the 
finishing touches on one of the most 
unusual Sportsters we have seen in 
many a year. What made it unusual was 
the heads. They were from the old BSA 
Clubman Goldstars, the ones with the 
huge inch and a half Grand Prix 


‘carburetors. The ones that you could 


check the condition of both valves and 
read the plug by just looking in the end 
of the carburetor. Boy, did the thing 
look efficient and potent. So, true to 
our motto “You'll always see it first in 
Cycle News” we sat him down and 
throttled him until he promised to tell 


“all. 


CN: What was the reason behind all 


particular RPM. 

CN: How is this diameter and length 
determined? 

Scott: It depends on a number of 
factors and many of the experts do not 
agree among themselves as to just how 
to go about it. Here’s basically what 
happens: When the exhaust valve opens 
the exhaust gasses rush out the exhaust 
pipe into the open air. When the “bang” 
or positive pulse reaches the end of the 
pipe, a negative pulse, or low pressure 
area, is reflected back along the exhaust 
pipe to the exhaust valve. If the pipe is 
the proper length then this low pressure 
area will arrive just as the valve opens 
and will literally suck the exhaust out of 
the cylinder. This results in a slight 
increase in power since the engine will 
run cooler and won’t have to use power 
to pump the exhaust gasses out. 

The intake side is more complicated 
and much more important however. 
When the intake valve closes the gasses 
flowing in the intake tract slam to a halt 
against the closed valve. This causes a 
high pressure pulse to bounce back out 
the tract into the open air. When the 
high pressure pulse leaves the tract a 
negative pulse is reflected back into the 
intake tract. This pulse travels down to 
the intake valve and bounces back out

the work involved in this difficult a 
conversion. 

Scott: The intake breathing on the 
Sportster has always been its Achilles’ 
heel. The high performance motor hates 
the Y manifold and the Sportster in 
particular. 

CN: Why is that? 

Scott: Any high -performance four 
stroke needs an ideally straight and 
unobstructed passageway for the 
incoming fuel/air mixture. At higher 
RPM’s this passageway must be a precise 
length in order to achieve maximum 
power. 

CN: That is the tuned length isn’t it? 
Scott: Right. Both the intake and 
exhaust passageways must have the 
proper lengths and diameters to suit a 


again, still as a negative pulse. When this 
negative pulse, or low pressure area, 
leaves the outside end of the intake 
tract it causes a high pressure, or 
positive, pulse to be reflected back into 
the intake system. Ideally, this high 
pressure pulse arrives at the intake valve 
very soon after it has opened. The pulse 
causes the air/fuel mixture to rush into 
the cylinder. Since the engine does not 
have to expend power to suck the air in, 
that means there is more power to the 
wheel. Also, the air starts moving in 
more quickly and moves in for a longer 
length of time, resulting in more air/fuel 
mixture in the cylinder, which in turn 
results in more power. In addition, the 
gasses move faster and have more 
momentum. This allows the intake valve 


to stay open longer and allow even more 
air/fuel mixture in, creating even more 
power. 

With the greater velocity of the 
gasses in the intake tract, when the valve 
does close, the positive pulse created is 
even stronger than before, resulting in a 
higher pressure at the intake valve when 
it opens again, resulting in higher flow 
and more power and stronger pulses, 
and so on. Proper intake tuning is like 
free supercharging. All the benefits 
without the complications and power 
losses of the actual blower. Also intake 
tuning is much more effective than 
exhaust tuning in terms of sheer power 
increases produced. It has to: It’s 
causing greater quantities of air and fuel 
to enter the cylinder, and that’s the 
name of the game. 

However, the intake tract must be 
very clean} That is, nothing that would 
dissipate or weaken the pulsing. 
Remember, the pulsing in the intake 
system passes back and forth four times 


for each intake stroke. Every 
obstruction robs you of free 
horsepower. 


In the stock Sportster the intake 
ports join together. This union places 
the ports so that they almost pulse from 
one cylinder into the other. The pulses 





za from” mixing up" parts if you have more 


than one apart at one time. 

CN: Can you think of a current 
example of this tuning? abcd ems 
Scott: No current high performance 
engine uses anything other than one 
separate intake passage per cylinder. 
The only exceptions are the big inch 
Sportster dragsters, and even they are 
going over to separate tracts. Harley has 
used separate tracts on their road racers 
since 1970. Unfortunately, the parts 
aren’t generally available. 

CN: What is it about the Goldstar 
heads that made you choose them 
rather than the new factory aluminum 
heads. 

Scott: A number of things. The old 
Goldstar heads are available, sort of. 
The H-D factory aluminum heads 
definitely aren’t. ‘They won’t be for 
quite a while and will probably be 
extremely expensive even when they are 
available. The work of conversion is 
perhaps the same, but the Goldstar head 
has several real advantages that we’d like 
to go into at a little length. 

The Goldstar valve train is 
considerably smaller and lighter than 
the iron Sportster and the valves adjust 
the same way the new alloy racers do. 
That is by using an _ eccentrically 
mounted rocker shaft. That allowed us 
to use the cam followers from the alloy 
XR and save some more valve train 
weight by eliminating the stock tappet 
adjuster. The stock Goldstar Clubman 
rockers came lightened and polished. 

The stock bore in the Goldstar is 
around 3 3/8’’. The combustion 
chamber is quite shallow, at least 
compared to the stock iron Sportster 
head. This shallow chamber allows the 
use of a flat top piston. This means that 
there is the minimum area presented to 
the combustion and therefore the piston 
will operate at a much lower 
temperature than the stock piston 
which has a very high dome. At the 
same time there is a minimum of 
cylinder head area that has to be heated 
on each power stroke, allowing more 
energy to be converted from heat into 
thrust. The flat top piston also prevents 
masking of the valves and increases air 
flow and helps cylinder filling. The lack 
of a dome aids combustion by allowing 
better flame travel and more complete 
combustion. 

The combustion chamber on the 
stock iron Sportster head was designed 
for a bore of 3.00”. If the bore is 
increased to much more than 3 3/8” 
then the volumetric efficiency goes 
down. This doesn’t mean that you 
won’t get more power by boring out to, 
say, 3 1/2”. But it does mean that the 
increase in power won’t be as much as it 
could be. 

The Sportster combustion chamber is 
a true hemi and is exactly half of a 
sphere of|3’’:in diameter. The Goldstar 
chamber is sort of a semi-hemi. The 
chamber is shaped like a section of a 
sphere but is not a full half of a sphere. 
This is what allows us to increase the 
bore so much without losing volumetric 
efficiency. It also allows us to use a 
piston top with a lower profile without 
losing compression.

have two different paths to travel down 
and they dissipate before they can do 
any good. At low speed running, this 
isn’t so bad, but at higher engine speeds 
you’re throwing a lot of power away. 
You will notice that the intake tract 
on the Goldstar is almost completely 
free of obstructions. Even the intake 
guide is tapered. That guide is stock, by 
the way. For the same reason we 
decided to keep the 1 1/2” GP 
carburetors. They are a little bit of a 
pain to tune for the street, but they are 
super clean inside the tract. Not even a 
needle shows. Just a little stub of an 
orifice for the main jet. When they 
come from the factory all the major 
parts have identical serial numbers and 
are all hand fit. The numbers keep you 


On the other hand, the Goldstar was 
designed to use a bore of 3 3/8” as 
standard and shows virtually no loss of 
volumetric efficiency up to 3 5/8”. I 
might add here that a very well known 
west coast head flowing expert stated to 
me that he has found that the stock 
Goldstar head, with just a clean up, will 
flow about 20% more air than the best 
Sportster head he has seen. More air 
means more power. 

CN: So what bore and stroke is your 
engine? 

Scott: After much thought we decided 
to use a stock stroke and a bore of 
3.345”. This results in about 1000cc’s 
displacement. We used that particular 
bore because stock BSA pistons of 
suitable compression ratio were 





available in that bore size. Later we’re 
coming up to 80 or 90 cubic inches, but 
we want to get the bugs out in a small 
motor first. 

We want to see what happens if we 
make a motor we can spin up to 7500 
RPM. At that engine speed our cams, 
heads and tuning all start working 
together. The valves in the Goldstar are 
slightly smaller than the valves in the 
iron Sportster. They are closer to the 
size valves in the aluminum racing 
heads. The smaller valves allow us to 
keep the gas velocity high. 

The stock stroke allows us to take 
advantage of an almost theoretically 
perfect 2.0:1 ratio between the stroke 
and the rod length, the result being 
greater power and much increased 
component longevity compared to a 
stroker, assuming the displacements are 
the same. We feel that we can gain more 
by boring than by stroking since we can 
spin the motor faster without raising 
piston speed. 


about 
160 horsepower! 


CN: What kind of horsepower are you 
getting? 

Scott: That's hard to say since we 
don’t have access to a suitable 
dynomometer. I’m very skeptical of 
pronouncements based on calculation 
without some sort of empirical 
evidence. Like someone said, ‘“The dyno 
has no friends to reward, no enemies to 
punish.” 

CN: (Could you make an educated 
estimate? 

Scott: We’d sort of hesitate to do that 
since undoubtedly some of your readers 
will want to try the conversion and will 
be disappointed if they do not achieve 
the same power they are expecting. 

OK, let’s make a kind of off the wall 
guess. In the late sixties a number of 
people claimed that they were getting 
about eighty crankshaft horsepower out 
of an 883cc XLR motor. Considering 
drive train losses, that probably meant 
around fifty-five horse at the rear wheel. 

We’ve hard chromed all the mating 
steel pieces in the engine and 
transmission. Gears, sprockets, shafts, 
cams, tappets, everything. We expect all 
this to gain us in the neighborhood of 
20% power at the wheel. 

Since the old XLR used a single 
carburetor it gained no advantage from 
intake tuning. We hope that all our 
work will give us a 20% increase for 
tuning, another 30% for the greatly 
improved flow of the Goldstar head, 
including the better volumetric 
efficiency and thermal efficiency. 
Various minor improvements such as 
the reduction in valve train weight, 
resulting in more accurate cam 
following will get maybe another 10%. 
The increase in displacement from 900 
to 1100cc’s might be good for another 
20%. 

CN: That’s a total of a 100% increase. 
That means about 160 horsepower! 
'That’s unreal. © 

Scott: See why you don’t make 
estimates? 

CN: What do you think someone could 
expect out of a machine that was street 
driveable and dependable? 

Scott: Assuming that you weren’t 
going road racing and maybe only an 
occasional stoplight contest on a cool 
day, I think that 120 horsepower would 
be more. realistic. 

CN: That’s still a fantastic amount for 
a street machine. 

Scott: It would be quite peppy. 

CN: I guess so. Can you describe the 
problems you have had to overcome? 
Scott: The biggest problem was the

cylinder and piston. The Goldstar head 
bolts on from underneath, like the 
Seventy-four. We had considered 
using studs| coming up from the 
crankcase through the head to eliminate 
cylinder stretch and to allow us to use 
the Goldstar aluminum cylinder. 

CN: Why didn’t you do that? 

Scott: The mounting holes are so far 
apart on the Goldstar that it would have 
been impractical. In some cases the stud 
would have to be in the|same place ag 
the tappets. It just wouldn’t have 
worked. In the end the simplest 
approach worked the best. We modified 
a Seventy-four cylinder by moving the 
holes in the base to fit a Sportster and 
by moving the noies in the base'to fit the 
Goldstar. 

We sleeved the cylinder to fit the 
Goldstar pistons and opened up the 
crankcases to accept the larger 
Seventy-four spigot. We had to turn the 
spigot down a little so as to have enough 
meat on the cases for a gasket. In the 
future we plan to have cylinders 
especially cast and machined if the 
demand warrants it. 

CN: You plan to sell the cylinders? 
Scott:. Sure. What we’d like to do is 
market a kit containing all the nonstock 
parts, like pushrods, cylinders, pistons, 
brackets, nuts, bolts, etc., everything 
that is not either a stock Harley or 
Goldstar part. The customer will supply 
his own Goldstar heads and 
rockerboxes, etc. 

CN: How much will it cost? 

Scott: We’re not sure yet but we won’t 
offer it if it doesn’t compare with other 
products in terms of dollars per 
horsepower gained. 

CN: What about the pistons? 

Scott: You noticed that the heads are 
not both facing the same way. Since the 
Goldstar was designed as a single there 
was no reason not to have the exhaust 
pipe come almost straight out the front 
of the head. Unfortunately if we tried 
that on the Sportster, the rear exhaust 
would feed right into the front intake 
port. Great for reducing emissions and 
beautiful for mileage, but pure hell on 
power. 

The front head was rotated slightly 
anticlockwise and the rear head was 
rotated a little more clockwise, so as to 
have room for the rear exhaust pipe. 
Doing all the moving with the heads 
caused another problem: What to do 
about valve pockets? We started out 
using stock 8.5:1 Goldstar pistons. 
Since the pistons were relatively low 
profile and were fairly thick on top, we 
just cut a little pocket in the 
appropriate place with a mill. The 
piston would up stronger than the stock 
883 piston. The front and rear pistons 
are different and must be installed 
correctly. We mark ours just in case. 

One of the west coast piston 
manufacturing firms that has been 
making hotrod stuff for cars has 
recently entered the motorcycle field. 
They have been considering machining 
up some pistons for us on a mass 
production basis. 

This will make it so the stock 
Sportster rod and small end bushing can 
be used, along with either a Sportster or 
Seventy-four piston pin, depending on 
bore size. Right now, we have been 
using a Goldstar pin, which is slightly 
smaller than the Harley pin. Rather than 
weaken the piston by boring the pin 
boss out to fit the Harley pin, we 
installed a smaller bush in the small end 
of the rod. 

Interestingly enough, the deck 
heights of the twolpistons are virtually 
the same. No problems with the piston 
hitting the head. The Seventy-four and 
the Sportster have the same length 
cylinders, about 5 3/8” from deck to 
deck. Lots of things just sort of fell into 
place. 

We were worried for awhile about 





what to do for cams, but the Sifton “A” 
cams with the same timing marks as 
used on the aluminum racers work just 
fine. I’m sure that the minus-minus 
grind could be had with these timing 
marks by special order. All the cylinders 
will be available with or without fins so 
they can be run on the street. The only 
exception will be the 3 5/8” bore which 
would have clearance problems and will 
probably have to be run with exposed 
pushrods and modified tappet guides. 
CN: Any problems getting the engine 
into the frame? The engine looks huge. 
Scott: Using the Goldstar heads 
increases the height of the engine by 
about an inch. Our frame is at another 
shop having the top tube moved. 

We had to fabricate a rather odd

looking oil tank since the carburetor for 
the rear cylinder is where the oil tank 
used to be. Incidentally, if at all 
possible, one should come up with one 
of the electric start type frames. Those 
are the ones with the rear downtubes 
kicked back. The extra space is very 
helpful for getting the thing in and out 
of the frame and for routine 
maintenance. 

We’ve had the engine in the frame 
already, but we thought we’d take the 
time now to raise it a little more so that 
the engine over there will fit in when it’s 
complete. 

CN: We hadn’t noticed that before; 
what is it? 

Scott: That's stage two. Bore is 3 5/8”, 
stroke is 5”, about 103 cubic inches.

IRVINE, CAL., Nov. 19, 1972 — Today

those beautifully styled Japanese 250’s 
that are, with many good reasons, the 
staple of the occasional off-road market. 
He had taken the lights off,.put a 
knobby on the rear and loek out, 
world! He had a dirt-scooter. 

The first thing he said when he 
crawled iato the van and noticed the 
black, red and silver of the little German 
strapped in back was, “What the hell is 
that?” We told him. “Well”, he 
reflected, “It sure is ugly.” In a way, he 
was right. To tastes shaped by Detroit 
cars, Italian coachwork and the 
progressive Japanese motorcycle styling, 
the DKW does.look ugly. 

The only thing is that he spent the 
rest of the day, after the van was 
unloaded, trying to keep up with the 
DKW. What isnt ugly about the DKW 
Enduro is what happens when it’s time 
to go riding. All those heavy-looking 
(but not actually that weighty) 
straightforward components like the 
leading link front forks, massive frame, 
big gas tank and full-size seat are there 
for a purpose. Everything that makes 
the bike go...and go and go, keeps 
working and, usually, working very well. 

The DKW Enduro was subjected toa 
testing sequence that was very much 
like a condensed Six Days Trial. All of 
the Six Days events, except for special 
noise tests and the like, were 
compressed into three days of intensive 
wringing out. 

We probably didn’t ride as hard or as 
fast as Six Days riders and, obviously, 
chose terrain ‚that a buncha editors 
could negotiate but the DKW was run 
100 miles cross-country; thirty minutes 
around a cobby motocross course; up 
and down some horrendous hills that 
had the rider footing more than is 
graceful; through some Observed Trials 
area; in, through, and across lots of 
water (It’s been raining a lot lately in 
California .); and flat out on pavement at 
over 60 MPH. That’s generally the same 
kind of stuff that happens in a Six Days 
Trial so a bike that takes ISDT gold 
should be able to do it. 

How did the DKW hold up? At the 
end of three days, the brake pedal 
retum spring and the rear brake 
adjusting nut had disappeared. We 
didn’t notice the lack of a rear brake for 
a long time since the leading link front 
end invites use of the front brake (The 
front of the bike comes up, instead of 
diving, when you get on the binders.) 





which was very good, unaffected by 
water and had very little fade. 
Maintenance during this time consisted 
of lubing the chain every morning and 
adjusting it once on the last day of 
riding. Chain adjustment, by the way, 
was quick and troublefree. The super 
little chain tensioner built onto the 
guard keeps the chain from flopping 
around even when it gets very loose. 
Pre-mix was poured in the tank at 
infrequent intervals and the reserve 
provided a safety margin, giving about 
10 miles through the dirt when it gets 
flipped on, We even found out about 
that. 

The lights still worked after that 
time. The horn had finally stopped its 
feeble bleating. There were no oil leaks 
from the trans, the DKW hadn’t used 
any plugs and still started on the first 
kick. The bike started to instill a feeling 
that it would keep on running so long as 
it got fuel. There was none of the 
mental strain that is sometimes 
associated with riding a bike out into 
strange territory where it isn’t an easy 
push back to the van. 

There were two definite, simple 
engineering changes that should be 
incorporated into the bike that became 
obvious during testing. The engine case 
covering the countershaft sprocket 
should be cut away so that the sprocket 
is semi-exposed and in-the-fife chain 
changing would be a lot simpler and 
quicker. This was noticed as we never 
needed to mess with it. The on-off 
switch for the lights is located on the 
headlamp shell almost under the 
excellent VDO instrument. It is 
awkward to reach and, in night riding, a 
severe bump would cause the switch to 
fall back into the off position. It is 
really a moment of truth when you’re 
doing about 50 down a desert road and 
the light flips off after landing from a 
bump. Sure gets dark out there at night. 

High speed running revealed some 
other features that were short of 
perfect. The engine noise (whines, 
rattles, buzzing, imtake whoosh and 
what have you) is a lot louder than the 
exhaust note. The DKW is street legal 
this year with current decibel 


requirements, probably one of the few 
machines of its type to qualify. (The 
Spanish bikes seem best in this regard.) 
Next year, that engine noise may keep it 
from making it. 

Both front and rear shocks were too

soft for a 160-pounder. Heavier springs 
are in order for a rider of those or 
greater heft. It is set up about right for 
somebody of, say, 120 pounds. 
However, the shocks would bottom and 
then come right back and get working 
again instead of getting hydraulic lock 
and sitting down there all squashed up. 

Initially, shifting on the six-speed 
transmission that is part of the DKW 
“B” type engine was indefinite. It didn’t 
miss shifts but it was sometimes balky, 
like there were too many gears and it 
couldn’t decide where to settle down. 
Most of the time, shifting wasn’t a 
noticeable process. You just prodded 
until the right gear for the situation 
came up. You should probably use the 
clutch, although the test riders didn’t, 
once underway. It’s a matter of habit, 
ya know. The clutch never faded. Even 
slipping it on steep uphill didn’t affect 
later operation. 

The leading link front end is truly 
fine. It is definitely the way to go for 
cross-country. It also smooths out the 
bumps in the pavement. And it allows 
you to go faster into corners with better 
control on a motocross course since the 
braking ripples and stutter bumps aren’t 
transmitted to the forearms. The front 
end does tend to search or wobble over 
sand and whoop-de-doos but it is 
effectively self-righting. There is no 
feeling of loss of control. You adapt to 
it and go a little faster. Somewhat 
surprisingly, the DKW really slides well 
and the relatively light weight makes it 
fun to crank over and hot dog. The rear 
end comes around very controllably on 
smooth surfaces. 

The handling is really hard to fault. It 
is pretty damn hard to drop the DKW. 
We never succeeded in losing it and 
think that you’d really have to work at 
it to throw it away under most 
circumstances. (OK, we remember 
about the Brooks’ DKW in the 1000 but 
Cordis Brooks apparently hit a bridge 
abutment in the dark. We dropped into 
a couple of chuckholes in the nighttime 
and survived. Sure gets the adrenalin 
flowing, though.) 

The basic running of the bike is very 
impressive. The reliability of the 123cc 
engine is mind-boggling. It gets quite a 
few miles on a 2.9 gallon tank of 
pre-mix and the Metzeler 3.50 rubber 
on the rear wore quite well. The knobs 
stayed sharp til’ the end. We really 
expected to have the  knobbies 
smoothed out with the combination of 
pavement, ~ desert, rock, and 
hill-climbing wheelspin. 

Accessories are good on the bike. 
Replacement of items, if it was our 
machine, would probably be limited to 
the front fender, which is chromed 
steel, and the footpegs which didn’t 
present any problems this time but 
don’t have much grip and tend to bend 


at the edges. Bultaco or Puch footpegs

would be ideal. The Enduro has Magura 
controls and levers, with the little 
leather covers which, we finally 
determined, do keep out more dirt than 
they collect. , 

Waterproofing was up to a lot of 
immersion, both frequently and deep. 
This was a surprise as the exposed 
wiring loom below the not too tight 
battery cover, etc. wouldn’t make you 
think it was that good an amphibious 
vehicle. It never missed a beat while 
paddling upstream and over what had 
been dry lakes. We didn’t prepare it at 
all for water. 

At the end of the test period, 
everybody who had observed the DKW 
in action or ridden it were standing 
around shaking their heads with a silly 
grin on their faces. The engine and the 
electronic ignition are unsurpassed 
among lightweights in our experience 
for reliability and performance. No 
critical components broke or 
deteriorated to compromise ISDT-type 
running. If we gave an Engine of the 
Year award, it would go to this 
unbelievably strong, Bing-carbureted 
“B” type engine in the DKW. Neither 
engine nor carb ever did anything but 
run right under heavy loads and long, 
high revving.

ON THE LINE AGAIN

THE THRILL IS ON is on again. The 
original footage has been re-edited, with 
about 20 minutes of new film added 
and the result is good. The first time 
around, the film was all flat track: Class 
C National racing pure and simple. 
That’s great if you’re a hardcore Class C 
freak but it can get tiresome to the 
casual moviegoer or even the 
motorcyclist who isn’t all that much 
into half-mile. The new version of the 
film. is more of an entertainment than a 
documentary of a racing season, as the 
former version was. 

The theme and the film is still flat 
track but with a more human element 
added. You get to know Dave Aldana a 
little better, see Bart Markel and other 
famous Half-milers in the pits and in 
more casual moments. There is the roar 
of the engines drowning the roar of the 
crowd and the whole film seems to 
capture racing better. Perhaps no part of 
it is more ddwn home, striking and 
familiar chord that bonds all 
motorcyclists together as the sequences 
with Aldana and friend cow-trailing. 
The major difference is that Dave out 
cow-trailing is like most people’s version 
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of a flat out Hare and Hound. 

The real action comes as the camera 
crew follows the national riders from 
oval to oval, picking up some of the 
local heroes like Ronnie Rall and Jim 
Manness. The in-between races at the 
non-national track for small purses are 
noted and recorded; probably the first 
time this element of a professional 
racer’s life has been filmed. 

The filming itself is good, but not 
necessarily for its technical excellence 
or precision. There are probably some 
Hollywood cameramen that can. do 
better. It is absolutely fantastic from 
the standpoint of the viewer, though, 
because the action is right in your face. 
Full-lock slides in the outside cusion 
with a twenty-foot rooster tail and you 
are right there. The feel, the tenseness 
and the high drama of flat track with 
the best riders in the country. is 
captured. It’s clear the filmmakers dig 
bikes and extend themselves to get that 
“flat-out through the turns” feeling. 

It’s less crash-happy than “On Any 
Sunday” and more to the point. It’s 
about half-mile racing and, to a lesser 
extent, about some of the men who do 
it best. Aldana speaks for himself.

IN YOUR EAR

J. N. Roberts is not going to win the 
Barstow-to-Vegas this year. (J.N., if yau 
go out and ride that thing and make a 
liar out of me I will never forgive you!) 
We got so used to having J.N. win the 
race that all we do now is guess who is 
going to come in second. However; last 
time I talked to J.N. he thought that he 
would still be unable to compete at B-V 
time. 

Well, with J.N. out of the race it is 
anybody’s game. I can’t tell you how to 
win the Barstow-to-Vegas but I can tell 
you how to finish and what to do to 
prevent some serious problems. 

First get your bike ready. Now most 
of you know all that I am going to say, 
but you super-Novices better pay 
attention. 

There are two main reasons for not 
finishing a long race: running out of gas 
and getting flat tires. To prevent the 
first is simple; take some extra gas with 
you. I assume you have a big tank on 
your bike, like three gallons. (No, fella, 
your Trials tank won’t do.) An extra 
quart of gas will get you a long way 
down the course, so find a plastic bottle 
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and find a place to strap it on the bike. 
Remember, if you use your spare gas, 
have the bottle refilled at your next pit 
stop; you may need it again. 

Tires. There is a lot of controversy 
over six-ply tires, con being that they 
are heavy and pro being that you can 
ride forever on a flat six-ply without it 
coming off the rim. Suit yourself, but 
do put in lots of air, at least 18 pounds. 
Some desert riders run as much as 30 
pounds of pressure. Yes, you get a little 
rougher ride and yes, you lose some 
traction, but you also won’t knarf the 
tube between the rim and the rocks you 
hit. For the punctures, run flat proof in 
your tires. Put it in before you get the 
flat, O.K.? The goop will ooze into any 
holes and stop the leaks, I once saw a 
tire which finally got punctured beyond 
help but when the owner removed said 
tire there were seven more holes which 
the goop had stopped. It works. 

Get the bike shaped so you know it is 
reliable. Check for worn parts and 
replace questionable ones. Make sure 
every nut, bolt and spoke is tight. Clean 
the air filter and take the chain off and 
clean and re-lubricate it. 

Races have been lost for want of a 
master link. I’m sure you are carrying a 
coup of spares. You also have a pair of 
pliers, a short length of chain and a mini 
chain breaker, don’t you? How about a 
little mechanic’s wire. That might come 
in real handy when your handlebars 
come off. I know you have a couple of 
spare spark plugs. How about a plug 
wrench? Got a tow rope? If somebody 
is kind enough to offer you atow the 
least you can do is furnish your own 
rope. 

In the dust and confusion it is 
possible that some of you will get lost. 
S.G.V.M.C. has given matches to each 
rider in the past, but take your own just 
in case. At least you can light a fire if 
you have to spend the night in the 
desert. Take some water. I know you 
aren’t planning to break down, but take 
it anyway, it will make your mother feel 
better. 

Take a road map of the area. Trim 
away what you don’t need; no sense in 
taking the whole state of California with 
you. 7 

Take some money. It would be really 
terrible to get lost, find the main 
highway about dark, follow it into 
town, see a nice warm coffee shop and 
remember that you haven’t even got a 
dime (well, 20¢ with inflation) for a cup 
of coffee. If you are really clever you 
have made arrangements to have a 
friend, family member or club member 
get a motel room and you have the 
phone number in your pocket. Then 
with part of the money you have in 
your pocket you make your telephone 
call and sit down to a nice warm dinner 
while you wait for somebody to come 
get you. 

Carry some identification. Even if it 
is just a scrap of paper with your name 
and address and a person to notify “in 
case of emergency.” Also put yout 
name and address on your bike. Then if 
you really get lost maybe some honest 
soul will return your mount. 

I hope all of you belong to clubs. If 
not, those better be pretty good friends 
pitting for you; they might have to 
come out on the course looking for you. 
Whatever you do, decided with your 
crew in advance and stick to it. No sense 
in having all of you spend the night in 
the desert. 

One more thing. Listen, dummy, 
don’t send one guy out as clean up 
crew. What it he breaks down. ta! You 
didn’t think of that, did you? 

For the race: You hot-shoes, never 
mind. I know you are going to Banzai 
the whole way. But you Novices, listen 
while I give a little motherly advice. 
You know you don’t ride fast enough to 
beat the Pfutzenreuters or Smiths. You 
probably don’t even ride fast enough to 
keep up with the Amateurs. But you 
can beat most of the people in your 
class if you will just ride to finish. No 
snappy wheelies. No flashy stuff 
through the pits. An amazing number of 
riders are going to break down, run out 
of gas, have flat tires or just plain run 
out of steam by check two or three, 
You just keep plugging along. You 
might not be able to win just by riding 
to finish, but by gum, if you don’t 
finish you sure can’t win. 








IN DEFEN

Now that we’ve survived another 
quadrennial orgy of American 


democracy and everybody is 
well-purged of his enthusiasm, the 
moment is good to examine the role of 
politics in the motorcycle press. 

The consistent purpose of this 
column is to identify and interpret 
facts, even when unpleasant to 
contemplate, which can assist 
motorcycle to pass the test of nature — 
survival and proliferation — in its 
relations with society and government. 
If this be political, it is purely a 
“politics of motorcycling” and it has 
nothing to do with the ordinarily 
conceived politics of parties, 
personalities, platforms, pressure groups 
and propaganda. I submit that politics, 
as commonly understood, has no place 
in the motorcycle press, and that its 
intrusion would harm the interests of 
motorcycling and the interests of the 
motorcycle press itself. 

When you ask the librarian for a 
book on woodworking and she steers 
you to a shelf on history or biography 
you naturally assume she’s made a 
mistake or misunderstood your request. 
When you’re browsing through the 
woodworking section and discover a 
text on animal husbandry, you naturally 
assume the book has been misshelved. 

But supposed you selected a book 
located in the right area and bearing a 
title concerning woodworking; suppose 
you checked it out, took it home and 
started to read it; and suppose it began 
by discussing woodworking, then 
shifted to the broader topic of working 
with your hands, moved up on to the 
Marxian theory of the “surplus value of 
labor”, and ended up as a Communist 
propaganda tract. 

This would not be a mere error, but a 
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clear case of fraud — something 
masquerading as something that it is 
not. Even a card-carrying Marxist, I’d 


imagine, would be irritated for he, just 
like anybody else, picks up a book on 


woodworking to read about 
woodworking, not about something 
else. 


Similarly, when you pick up a 
magazine which purports to be about 
motorcycling you have every right to 
feel defrauded if it turns out to be 
about dune buggies or lapidary or 
honey-farming...or politics. You have 
every right to expect that the subject 
will be exactly what the cover claims it 
will be. 

Propagandists for special interests are 
always eager to penetrate the media to 
advance their cause. This is bad enough 
in the general-coverage media which 
claim to tell about all the news from all 


the world, but it is especially 
troublesome in specialized-coverage 
media since the reader of a 


special-interest publication is less likely 
to have his guard up against propaganda 
and is quite likely to assume that a dairy 
farming journal tells the dairy farming 
story; a law enforcement journal, the 
law enforcement story; a motorcycle 
journal, the motorcycling story, and so 
on. 

In a pre-election issue I urged Nixon 
over McGovern for reasons which were 
openly spelled out and which bore 
solely upon motorcycling and that, it 
seems to me, was my duty. It would 
have been an irresponsible and 
fraudulent act of propaganda to urge 
motorcyclist readers of a motorcycle 
paper to pick a candicate because of his 
stand on issues alien to the- sport. I 
make every effort to keep my personal 
political view out of this column and to

Tuning for Performance 
About two years ago Carl Shipman, the Dirt Rider of Albuquerque, 
N.M., brought out a book on how to ride around in the dirt. It was a pretty 
fair piece and sold like Hodaka 100’s in Santa Fe, New Mexico. It had a few 
tips on keeping your mount running, and now the Dirt Rider has come up 
with a book on how to get it running right. Tuning for Performance is also 
written by Carl Shipman and has as a subhead: “How to Make Your 


Motorcycle Run Better.” 


At $5 it comes a lot cheaper than a plastic gas tank and can not only 
indirectly improve the performance of your bike, but also is guaranteed to 
impress your friends with charts and graphs. 

Contained within its over 100 pages is just about everything you need to 
know to get maximum performance from a stock engine. There is quite a lot 
of triviality and confusion to be found in the form of bizarre equations and 
graphs, but once you learn how to read the book it will tell you, in fairly 
simple form, just what to do. (If you’ve had Algebra in school you are

FEE CHANGE 


You will recall that the BLM enacted new regulations on September 18th for 


competitive events involving 25 or more off-road vehicles. One of the BLM demands 
was that the sponsoring organization must pay the U.S. Government a fee of $1 per 
rider or 10% of the gross, whichever was greater. This requirement has been changed 
to 5% of the gross, instead of 10%. 


We are glad to see the BLM become a little more realistic in this respect. However, 


the reduction in fee should not be construed as a ‘softening’ on the BLM’s part. 


PANOCHE HILLS 


We recently wrote to the BLM lodging two extremely important questions 


concerning the new land-use regulations. The first question was: : 


“Inasmuch as the Special Land Use Permit and its attendant requirements placed 
the burden upon the Permittee, is it now possible to conduct organized 
competition events at Mercey Hot Springs under a Special Land Use Permit? If so, 
would such events be limited to the 1300-acre site or could they extend into other 
areas in this 33,000 acre parcel of public domain lands?” 

The BLM reply is: 

“Studies are in progress to determine ORV resource damages, rehabilitation 
prospects and other management problems at Panoche Hills. Until we have the 
results of such studies we cannot justifiably open the area. If the research 
ultimately shows some ORV use is possible, we cannot allow it until we have the 
manpower and funds to insure proper management as defined by the studies. To 
allow even one event now would in effect, encourage more events and more 
unorganized use that we cannot control. Nor could we presently predict resulting 
environmental effects.” 


LAND-USE AGENCY INTERFACE 


We have found from experience that hare-scrambles and enduros are frequently 


run on adjoining BLM and U.S. Forest Service administered public lands. This 
promoted the following question: 


“If an organization plans an event that will use both BLM-administered public 
lands and USFS-administered public lands, is it necessary to obtain a Special Land 
Use Permit from both agencies? Separate insurance? Separate performance bonds? 
Separate fees?” 

The BLM reply is: 

“As of now, under our interim procedures, we will require separate BLM Special 
Land Use Permits on any off-road vehicle event, regardless of whether or not 
other agencies have issued permits for lands under their control. This includes 
insurance, bonds and fees.” 


BLM TAKES TOUGH STAND 


The following news release was issued by the BLM on Thursday, November 9th: 
BLM PLANS TO ENFORCE OFF ROAD RACING RULES 
“Off-road vehicle organizations were told today that legal action will be taken if 
necessary to enforce new rules requiring permits for organized ORV events on 
public lands’administered by the U.S. Bureau of Land Management in California.” 
“J.R. Penny, BLM California State Director, said new procedures which became 
effective in September require that all organized off-road vehicle events in which 
more than 25 vehicles compete on a defined course obtain a special land use 
permit. Permits include a number of conditions to protect the environment. 
“Penny said in the event that races or other events are held without permits or in 
violation of the conditions of the permits, We will take whatever legal action is 
necessary to see that the regulations are complied with.” 
“In a letter to ORV organizations and leaders, Penny said he had received reports 
that some organizations intended to hold races without a permit as a protest to 
the new procedures.” 
‘| hope you will inform your members that it is our firm intent to enforce the 
conditions set forth in our regulations and procedures for this types of event”, 
“Penny said.” 
‘Such enforcement actions will include appropriate civil and/or criminal sanctions 
directed towards those responsible for activities performed in violation of these 
requirements. Such actions, of course, will be directed not only toward the 
officers of sponsoring organizations, but towards participants as well,’ “he said.” 
“The procedures further require payment of a recreation use fee, bond or security 
to assure compliance with course and cleanup requirements, and comprehensive 
liability insurance to protect the Government as well as the sponsors of ORV 
events. 


ALTERNATIVES 


If you are wondering what to do about this situation, there are three alternatives 


all of which have been described previously in this column: 


$. 


Although we don’t recommend such action, you can violate the BLM regulations. 
You will probably ‘go directly to jail’, you will probably pay a large fine, you will 
probably never be allowed to operate on public lands again, and you will 
undoubtedly be the subject of a lawsuit brought by the federal government., 


. You can abide by the BLM regulations. We have reports from several organizations 


that they have encountered little inconvenience as long as they approached the 
matter in a cooperative manner. On the other hand, organizations who are 
outwardly uncooperative have reportedly been faced with many problems and 
difficulties. 


. You can protest this discriminatory action by the BLM by writing letters to:

Just about the neatest thing I found in the 
whole book was a chart for putting degrees on a flywheel. It gives you the 
size of a five degree spread, according to the radius of the flywheel. 

It’s a good book and understandable, once you scrape off the crust. It’s 
easily worth $5, or for that matter $50 for a special pipe or $75 for the 
11-porting, or $40 for the reed valves, etc.

ATCO, NJ., Oct. 29, 1972 — Drag 
racing of the two-wheeled variety has 
come a long way in the past six years. 
The crowd of more than 350 
competitors who braved the torrential 
rams at the AMDRA Nationals will 
surely attest to this. 

When the Atco gates opened 
Saturday moming, the sky was black 
and the rain was pouring down. Rather 
than waste the day, the AMDRA staff 
and the Atco officials got together and 
opened the Atco souvenir stand and 
tech inspection was held“ inside for the 
remainder of the. day. Over 185 
machines were inspected and all present 
were told the gates would open at 6 
a.m. Sunday to make up for lost time. 

By 10 a.m. Sunday the track was dry 
and the bikes im the crowded staging 
lanes began to make their runs. One of 
the first to run was Dan Johnson’s new 
monster double — “‘Goliath.” Sporting a 
pair of 107 cu. in. JHP-prepared killer 
motors, the big double made an easy 
pass in the mid nines and soon came 
back to scorch the Atco quarter-mile 
with a 9.03 at 172.08 which was to 
stand as low e.t. and top MPH of the 
event. Larry Welch was a whisker 
behind on Routt’s double Triumph 
fueler at 9.04. Henry Moore piloted the 
JHP “Super Rat” to third low with T.C. 
Christenson’s Norton double holding 
down fourth with a 9.45. Dick Prime 
and Virgil Naff were next with 9.51 and 
9.68; Oklahoma-based Bob Dose held 
position seven with a 9.69 charge. As 
you can see, Saturday’s rain took its toll 
of the traction and the big machines 
seemed to suffer the most. The 
remainder of the qualified fuelers 
considered themselves lucky to make 
the 16-bike field at all. 

The going wasn’t any easier in Top 
Gas with Sonny Routt, Marv Jorgenson, 
Bob Mauriello and Californian Ed 
McDonald taking the first four spots in 
the 16-machine qualifying group. The 
immaculate super-charged Honda of 
Russ Collins made the 3,000 mile 
journey and fell in the horrible spot of 
number nine qualifier. Frantic work was 
in store for the rest of his day as he 
would have to face low qualifer Routt 
in round one. 

The Junior Fuel and Gas machines 
also had to qualify in their own eight 
bike brackets. Ray Bellucci’s 
record-holding Triumph led the way in 
Junior Fuel with Joyce Smalley slipping 
into number eight spot on her 
recently-converted BSA. Junior Gas has 
become ‘Honda Heaven’ as only two of 
the eight qualifiers were not Honda 
powered: Wes Nyce captured second 
spot with his 750 Kawasaki and Jim 
Futch picked number seven with his 
H-D. 

First to fire for eliminations was the 
tremendous field of - Competition 
Eliminator. A total of 58 entries meant 
the winner would really have to work 
for it. The final run was between Tony 
Mazziotto and his brother-in-law, 
Charlie Bond. Tony’s record-holding 
C/A Honda found too much traction 
and a giant wheelie put Bond in the 
Winner’s Circle. 

More than 60 class trophies were 
awarded and some of these class 
champions were eligible for the Little 
Eliminator run-offs. Coming out on top 
was Bill Gray from Ft. Wayne, Indiana. 
His II/Modified record-holding 
Bridgestone bested D & A Kawasaki’s 
Steve Knapp for the final. Thirty 
machines faced off in Street Eliminator 
and the racing was hot and heavy. Steve 
Parker from H-D of Rockland had to 
face record holder Vic Force in the 
final. The Chrondek handicapper gave 
Force the head start, but Parker rode his 
record-breaking Sportster to a catch-up 
victory. 

The Hondas proved dominant in 
Junior Gas, as the non-Honda entries 
were defeated in the first round. 

Defending champion Bill Smith 
blasted Joyce Smalley and Sonny Routt 
to face Ken, Jr. for the big bucks. 
Spiller’s hole shot, a 10.22, put him in 
the winner’s circle. 

Top Gas action was heavy from the 
start. Russ Collins’ beautiful blown 
Honda faced-off against Sonny Routt’s

Dick Prime had beaten Dan 
Johnson’s “Goliath” double when D J.’s 
oil tank let loose and coated the back 
tire with slick stuff; then the “New 
England Flash” sent Bob Dose back to 
Oklahoma. T.C.’s Norton put down 
teammate Lindy and then soloed when 
Naff stalled just off the starting line. 
The Norton doubled fired for the last 
run and Prime came off the- rollers 
loaded for bear. T.C. had won the meet 
in 1970, but Prime’s big inch Harley was 
getting quicker and had run a 9.32 in 
the previous round while the 
“Hogslayer” had run 9.31. 

When the big H-D readied for the 
burnout, Dick lost his clutch adjustment 
and shut down. The injected Norton 
double soloed for a win in the richest 
and biggest race ever held. Prime fixed 
the bike and made a solo after the fact, 
and recorded a too late 9.24 — shutting 
off four times for wheelstands — a real 
heartbreaker as T.C.’s winning e.t. was 
9.56.

Going fast and staying legal has 
always been a bugaboo to the aggressive 
spirited rider or driver. I know that 
Stoplight Grand Prix and 100-plus mph 
record runs across the flat may turn 
some people on; however both pastimes 


.are grossly illegal, they are super rough 


on machinery and they make little real 
demand on the rider’s skill. Rather, as 
an exercise in unmitigated gall, they 
rank somewhere along with running 
toilet paper up flagpoles on dark and 
windy nights. : 

To me the corners will always be 
where it’s at; and on a motorcycle 
there’s a tremendous amount of fun to 
be had without doing violence to the 
law. This assumes that you live in a state 
that does not take those little “safe 
speed” placards that hang on each curve 
sign too seriously. On a motorcycle you 
have a tremendous advantage over a car 
when playing fun and games on wiggly 
bits of road. A car, when it’s on the 
limit, usually advertises the fact by 
running at a considerable angle of drift 
(if not an outright broadslide) 
accompanied by audible protest from 
the tires. Even though the driver may 
deem himself in complete control, the 
gendarmes will take his cornering 
attitude as prima facie evidence that he 
is NOT and issue a reckless driving 
citation forthwith. With a cycle the 
major evidence of on the limit cornering 
is a low side toe brushing pavement. To 
evidence loss of control in the legal 
sense you have to fall off or leave the 
road, in which case a ticket is the least 
of your worries. : 

Another advantage with a bike is that 
you can use a considerable amount of 
road in a corner without leaving your 
legal lane. A question immediately arises 
to the novice: Why should you want to 
use a considerable amount of road? 
Well, kiddies, this has to do with taking 
the racing line through a corner; and 
leads us directly into all the theories 
that lie behind this whole business of 
high performance cornering. 

First, let’s agree on one thing: For 
every curve there is a limit, one that no 
superrider can violate without falling off 
no matter how good he is. How you 
approach that limit without exceeding it 
is the whole nitty-gritty of fast 
cornering without bodily injury. Three 
things determine what this limit is going 
to be, in general order of importance: 

a) the maximum performance 
capabilities of your tires; 

b) the radius of the curve; 

c) the chassis/suspension 
characteristics of your motorcycle 
and hew you ride it. 

Taking it from the top, no 
motorcycle or rider can be any better 
than the tires you put on the road. The 
contact patch between tire and road is 
all that stands between you and instant 
disaster. So, let’s get a working idea of 
how much force this patch will 
withstand before breaking loose. The 
simplest way I’ve found of rating 
cornering capabilities is in terms of 
“g’s” (i.e., multiples of one gravity) the 
same way we rate acceleration and 
braking capability. If a set of tires can 
generate a cornering force equal to the 
weight of the machine, you’ve got a 
“one g” capability. If a force equal to 
3/4 the weight of the machine will 
break it loose, you’ve got 3/4 g 
capability and so on. 


The best there is, around 1.4 to 1.5 
g’s, is generated by the topline racing 
cars with appropriate tires. A factory 
prepared road racing bike on Goodyear 
Tracing tires or equivalent rubber hangs 
in there also, maybe slightly less. On a 
good well prepared street bike with the 
best available rubber you can approach 
(or momentarily exceed) one g. So let’s 
use one g as a typical figure. Note: 
We're talking about running on good 
high traction DRY pavement. Wet, 
rough or -oily surfaces can cut you to 
less than 0.2 g. This is where the fun 
comes in. : 

OK, let's 'assume you got the rubber

and you got the good pavement. Where 
do we go from here? I have a little 
formula; see Fig. 1. It works as long as 
you plug in the right numbers: Radius 
in feet and speed in feet per second. 
You then have to convert back to miles 
per hour (60 mph is 88 ft./sec.). If 
you’re an algebra freak you can use it 
several ways. You can figure the g’s you 
need to pull to enter a given curve at a 
given speed. Or, if you know the g limit 
of your tires, you can figure how fast 
you can take a given curve. If you’re 


mentally lazy use the graph in Fig. 1. 
Pick the line that comes closest to your 
g limit and for any given speed you can 
pick off the graph the tightest radius 
you can handle at that speed. Or vice 
versa. For a given radius you can pick 
off the maximum speed you can hang it 
with. 

We'll use the chart when we get to 
this business of racing line. If you go 
through a corner in one steady curve, 
right in the middle of your lane (as a car 
must due to its width), the maximum

speed you can make through there is 
limited by the radius of the curve at 
that point. Anything you can do to 
increase the radius (or decrease the 
curvature) of your own path will get 
you more speed. Under racing 
conditions this means entering the 
corner at the extreme outside edge of 
the road, coming in a smooth arc to clip 
the inside verge near the middle of the 
corner, then drift toward the outside as 
you exit. On the open road, you with 
your motorcycle can play this game

is another. As a law of physics 


the bike will remain in a stable banked attitude if the two torques are equal and 
opposing. Since W-a works counterclockwise and F-b works clockwise, the system is 
stable if F-b equals W-a. Now if our rider is pulling one g by definition F equals 
weight, W. So for the torques to be equal, a must equal b. This automatically makes 


theta 45 degrees.

OK, were on the home stretch. 
Assume you know the theoretical limits 
of your tires and the theoretical best 
line. You’re still not out of the woods 
because the chasses and suspension 
characteristics of your own cycle can 
cost you precious speed. 

Again, let’s take a simple idea first. 
What determines the angle you have to 
lean your cycle at a given speed in a 
given corner? To figure this out it helps 
to visualize the problem as in Fig. 3. In 
a nutshell all forces of acceleration and 
gravity act through the C.G. of the 
man/machine unit. So at any given 
speed in a given curve there’s a certain 
angle (theta) at which centrifugal force 
due to cornering and weight will cancel 
each other out, yielding a stable system. 
Now if you've got trig tables handy, it’s 
not hard to figure this angle for any 
given case. To free ourselves from 
dependence on trig tables, let’s take a 
special case and use it for most of our 
examples. At one g, the cornering force 
“F” equals weight “W,” so “a” must 
equal “b” and (wow) theta is 45 
degrees. (Now you see why I chose one 
g to work with earlier.) 

OK, if you ride pretty much straight 
up or tucked in along the centreline of 
the bike, the C.G. will be pretty much 
in line with the wheels. This is 
important because, by definition, all 
weight and centrifugal forces act 
through the C.G. So our angle (theta) is 
of necessity measured on a line between 
the C.G. and the tire contact path. So if 
you ride centered over the machine, at 


one g cornering the bike must lean at 45 
degrees--or else. If something on the 
machine drags bround before reaching 
45 degrees, tough. You can’t exploit the 
full power of your tires without 
courting disaster unless you do 
something with your body to alter the 
situation. 

Now you know why many road 
racers clamber all over their mounts like 
a monkey on the back of a charging 
bull. If a rider hikes his own weight well 
to the inside, he can shift the overall 
C.G. of bike and rider to 45 degrees 
without the machine having to lean that 
far. Most of the smaller riders do it by 
crawling from one side of the 
motorcycle to the other. The bigger 
guys just hang out their low side knee 
and shift their weight a little. 

Still others corner completely tucked 
in with supreme confidence that 
nothing is going to ground before the 
limit of adhesion is reached. The riding 
style must suit both bike and rider, so 
each man (after a little intelligent 
thought) must find his own. 


That’s part of the beauty of this cafe | 


road racing thing. You can theorize like 
crazy in your off hours, but the theories 
only prepare your mind. They don’t 
solve the problem for you. The solution 
is in your own instincts, your own 
reflexes, your own creativity, your own 
gut feel for a particular motorcycle and 
a particular patch of road. So go riding 
and try to dig what I’ve said, so far. PII 
come back and zero in on tires with Part 


engine cases and well tucked in 


exhaust easily pulls one g limit cranked over at 45 degrees. Bulky multicyclinder machine at right grounds exhaust system at 37 
degrees. By geometry, this works out to 3/4 gin a stable bank. To better this, see Fig. 5. 


right within the limits of your own 
traffic lane and who can say you’re 
breaking the law? (Especially since 
many states have already put laws on 
the books giving a motorcycle the right 
to an entire lane.) Nobody with a car 
can match this, since a car just doesn’t 
have the play room within a lane’s 
width. 

Let’s hang numbers on the idea, 
taking the simplest case. Imagine a 90 
degree circular corner with a 100 foot 
radius in the middle of its 12 foot 
traffic lane. Now any dummy with a 
ruler and a compass can generate and 
measure the theoretical max radius 
(minimum curvature) path available to a 
rider. Then to the graph in Fig. 1 to 
obtain the maximum speed allowable 
for a given g limit. I’ve done this in Fig. 
2. By trial and error it turns out that a 
133 foot radius can be inscribed in our 
sample curve without running out of 
road. Going to the graph in Fig. 1 the 
100 foot and 133 foot curves yield 56 
ft./sec. and 64 ft./sec., respectively, at 
one g. In fig. 2 I’ve translated these 
figures into mph speeds and elapsed 
times through the corner. So by finding 
the 133 foot radius through this corner 


our imaginary rider has picked up just 
over 5 mph coming out and shaved just 
under 4/10 of a second off his E.T. 
These things add up; and you’ve done it 
without an appreciable loss of safety 
margin. Remember, our figures for both 
touring and racing lines assume the rider 
is cranked over at a full one g. So by 
using your head and picking the right 
line you ride no harder; you just go 
faster. Neat, huh? 

Now, bear in mind that the foregoing 
example is an extremely simpleminded 
case. We’ve been talking about a 
perfectly flat, unbanked -surface, 


_constant width, constant radius. Few if 


any real roads are like this. Surfaces 
ripple, camber changes, the road widens 
or narrows in spots and the radius may 
not be constant. So don’t figure that 
you can run down to your friendly 
neighborhood computer center to 
program the fastest line through your 
favorite stretch of road. Nevah hoppen. 
You’re still going to have to ride it 
yourself using your own judgement, 
your own instincts, your own reflexes. 
I’m just hoping that an understanding of 
the simple case will help you ride with a 
clearer head.

ONTARIO, CAL., Nov. 19, 1972 —

And this is only 
just a few of the great turnout that 
blessed the Supernationals.

Both bikes did their 
tire-warming burnout. Cook, at against a 
car, did a nice, hot tire scorcher. Sonny 
lost fire just off the starting line and had 
to be restarted. After a short little spin, 
the racers went to the line. The lights 
came down and both bikes went off. 
Unfortunately, the Raz locked up his 
motor and Cook had a cake walk with 
an easy 9.26-167.300.

Norton, and Dave Campos paired up for 
a duel and it was T.C. Christianson with 
a phenominal 8.59-169.172. Campos

Too many motorcyclists have been 
browbeaten into believing that their 
own interests and happiness must 
always come last. This is nonsense. 

Motorcyclists have as much right to 
ride as skiers haye to ski, as 
conservationists have to conserve, as 
politicians have to politick, as dairy 
farmers have to husband their livestock. 
I refuse to accept the claim that 
motorcyclists have less right to pursue 
their vision of happiness than do skiers, 
conservationists, politicians, cattlemen, 
or anybody else. 

It is time for motorcyclists to 
discover the simple but awesome fact 
they they are not inferior to 
power-seeking ideologues who would 
have “mankind” or “humanity” or 
“nature” or “society”” — or some similar 
abstraction — but always at the price of 
immolating motorcyclists. If anything

takes precedence, I suggest that the 
fulfilling and self-actualizing human 
values of motorcycling must rate higher 
on the scale of morality than 
demagoguery, propaganda, and the lust 
for power. 

In small but numerous ways, 
however, the motorcycle press seems to 
believe that it has a duty to manipulate, 
propagandize, and tranquilize the 
motorcycling community...probably 
because the editors themselves tacitly 
accept a posture of social inferiority, as 
has so long been hammered in by the 
mass media and by self-serving factions 
outside the cycling sphere. 

For example, “More sound, less 
ground.” is a true, though unfortunate, 
description of fact. But “Less sound, 
more ground” is pure manipulative 
propaganda, and it can serve only to 
anesthetize motorcyclists into believing 
that if they all mount mufflers, more 
riding room will somehow become 
available. Where is the stone tablet that 
carries that guarantee? 

Vehicle standards, equipment 
requirements, clothing requirements, 
land use, insurance, pollution, and a 
score of other issues involve pressure 
groups which would cheerfully destory 
motorcycling in order to gain their 
special objectives, well- or ill-founded as 
these may be. 

The motorcycle 


press should 


examine these issues from the viewpoint 
of what is best for the sport. If it allows 
itself to be used as a propaganda organ 
for the interests of alien blocs, it is 
engaged in its own self-destruction. 





FEDS NAB EDS! 


Pre-Dawn Raid Busts Up Bike Plot 


by J. G. Krol 

WASHINGTON, D.C. — Spokesmen for 
a picked team of federal agents revealed 
today that a lightning raid at dawn 
climaxed a ten-month investigation into 
alleged violations of Anti-Trust laws by 
a secret organization of motorcycle 
magazine photo editors. 

Under the joint co-ordination of the 
Federal Trade Commission and the 
National Security Agency, 178 agents 
struck in synchronized raids against 
more than a dozen hideouts across the 
nation, most concentrated in Califomia 
and New York. 

Names of the captured conspirators 
will not be released until the round-up 
has been completed. Two of the 
suspects are still the subjects of an 
intensive manhunt through the hills 
above Laguna Beach, California, a small 
resort town some 40 miles north of Los 
Angeles. 

A highly placed source explained that 


that for several years individual editors 
have selected the illustrations in 
motorcycle road tests to show many 
views of the test machine, but always 
from the same side. Since there was no 
cartel agreement, however, it was 
possible for some readers to find two 
magazines, one of which showed all 
right-side shots, the other all left-side 
photos, and between the two to piece 
together an overall impression of the 


motorcycle. 
“We had to move sooner than 
planned”, , the spokesman said, 


explaining why some of the photo 
editors were able to escape the 
nationwide web, “because they were on 
the verge of an agreement whereby all 
magazines would picture each tested 
motorcycle from the same, single side”. 

It is believed that the conspirators, 
who are being charged with violations of 
the Sherman Anti-Trust Act, the 
Robinson-Patman Act, and the Criminal 


Syndicalism Act, were planning to show 
only right-side views of motorcycles 
whose brand names began with 
odd-numbered letters of the alphabet, 
and only left-side photographs of those 
having even-number-letter names. 

Ralph Nader was not available for 
comment, and is believed to be’ out 
hitch-hiking a ride to the bus station. 

Magazine editors, most of whom were 
in seclusion, unanimously denied any 
knowledge of the plot and pointed with 
pride to various examples of photo 
studies which they claimed to portray 
both sides of the motorcycles. A 
spokesman for the FTC, however, 
insisted that, ‘Seven or eight photos of 
one side of a motorcycle and one photo 
of a fraction of the other side of the 
front tire is not consistent with the 
proportions of dextral and sinistral sides 
of the motorcycle population as a 
whole. We will not tolerate token 
bifacialism.”’

Oft times it seems like motorcycle 
newspaper journalists are the scum of 
the earth when receiving a test bike. The 
average customer in a bike shop 
wouldn’t accept a bike in the condition 
they sometimes come to us. 

We can’t help but wonder what goes 
on with the company Yamaha hires to 
set up test bikes, Our RT-3 had the 
marks of negligence written all over it. 
The bars were bent and the forks 
slightly tweaked. The chain had been 
adjusted and lubed, but it seems with 
only one adjuster.

The engine was “set up for 
journalists.” That means it was super 
lean in the mid-range (for wheelies) and 
rich on main jet (so as not to 
self-destruct). The turn indicators were 
cleverly wired so that they flashed: left 
rear-right front and left front-right rear. 
Interesting. At first, the transmission 
leaked oil profusely. Investigation 
showed that it was coming out the 
breather, because the trans was a full 
quart overfilled. Due to the overfilled 
transmission the clutch slipped until the 
oil level was corrected.

adjuster worked loose. A Saturday in 
the CN garage corrected most of these 
problems. 

The next day we took it out to a 
local cycle park to find out what else 
would happen. Happily it was a 
surprisingly anti-climactic day as the 
RT-3 settled into the pace. For the first 
time we began to get real impressions. 
I’m tall, and except for the bars, the 
bike fits me well. The seat is very tall 
and I couldn’t sit flat footed on the 
bike. Smaller people find it a bit 
overwhelming. The pegs also proved to 
be, a bit too far forward for smaller 
riders. When I stand on the pegs 
everything but the too low, too narrow 
bars and the kick starter poking in my 
calf seems right. Moving the starter back 
three splines solves all problems except 
getting it started. 

Moving the lever back provoked a 
monster. On the gas tank there is a little 
sticker which says, “Always be sure to 
engage decompression valve before kick 
starting.” The RT-3 will bite you any 
chance it gets and it doesn’t nibble. 
Moving the lever back makes the stroke 
slightly less effective and places the 
lever so it gets a straight-on shot at your 
arch. If you’re timid or wear anything 





but substantial boots, it will make your 
right leg a bunch shorter. Other than 
that it starts consistently on the third 
kick. The first it snaps back at you, the 
second it spits, and on the third it starts 
without ceremony. 

Once you get it started you'll feel 
right at home in a gaggle of mini-bikes 
with open exhausts. It will put them 
right down. Unfortunately it will drown 
them out too. Every time I started it at 
home I looked for neighbors with big 
sticks. Blat-blat-blat. Unfortunately our 
decibel tester was out of order. (Having 
just come back from a road race ), so we 
had to let the LAPD do it for us. I got 
stopped for noise and I wasn’t even 
getting it on. The officer was very 
understanding and I was at my most 
charming and fortunately no ticket was 
issued. On January 1, when the 88 Db 
rule takes effect, I hope Yamaha is at 
least a quarter of a mile away, for their 
own sakes. 

The 351cc engine pumps out a lot of 
horsepower. Unless there is a good 
traction surface the power will be 
translated into wheelspin. It doesn’t 
break loose madly as flywheel effect is 
very prominent. It justs builds in a 
surge, On pavement all this, of course, 
becomes a wheelie, but unfortunately 
getting the front end up is not so easy in 
the dirt. As the engine gets hot the 
sensation is like someone stole about 
40cc. The bike is still fast but loses its 
edge. By fast I mean it compares 
favorably with most 400cc -motocross 


machines. Trail riding means using first, 


second and third gears. The Yamaha has 
the power to pull long gearing and long 
gearing it gets. All this means you don’t 
shift much in the dirt. It doesn’t seem 
to matter what gear you get, as long as 
it’s fairly close to the right one. 
Coupling this to the usual Yamaha easy 
shifting makes riding the RT-3 easy. 
The low speed stability of the RT-3 is 
good, considering the length of the 
wheelbase. When cranking it into a 
moderately slow turn the front end tries 
to wash out until the power is applied.

Sliding seems almost like a waste of 
time. The RT-3 likes to track in corners 
and has to be provoked to slide. When it 
does, it is controllable, but it’s pretty 


futile. Picking a line through a corner 
and tracking steadily on it was no 
problem. 

After that brief period of dirt riding 
we headed South of the border for the . 
Mexican 1000. We started down the 
pavement section at about dusk and 
introduced the Yamaha to touring. 
Cruising was pleasant. Fifth gear is a big 
jump above fourth and the bike is 
happy to cruise at 75 MPH. There is 
vibration but not of the irritating sort. 
Rubber footpegs, hand grips, and a seat 
that fits the form isolate the vibration 
from the rider but didn’t do much for 
the taillight. In 800 miles I fed it three 
new bulbs. Cruising along at 60 MPH 
would produce about 45 MPG on 
Mexican coal oil and 200 miles/quart of 
injector oil. The mileage is nice but the 
two. gallon tank won't get you to San 
Felipe. Reserve proved to last for 
exactly 18 miles in the desert, no more. 
Eighteen miles almost got me out of 
Nowhere, Barren Desert, Baja 
California, Mexico, but not quite.

Blasting along in the 50 MPH range 
didn’t produce the tank bangers I had 
become so accustomed to on Yamaha s 
in younger days. Maybe it’s that 
hydraulic steering damper, but the RT-3 
is very straight line stable. No doubt 
helping out in the handling department 
are the front forks. They seemed soft, 
but never bottomed and ate up all but 
the worst of obstacles (Dune buggies, 
stone walls, etc.). They seemed just a 
hair behind the level of a “‘super-fork.” 
The RT-3 isn’t a desert sled but subs for 
one very nicely in a pinch. 

The brakes work great, on pavement, 
dirt, or under water. The rear brake may 
be a standard for the industry. For a 
bike that is, for the most part, so well 
thought out the front brake is a 
mystery, The only adjustment available 
is at the lever. That doesn’t last very 
long. The brake works but, like any 
brake, it wears. Apparently, Yamaha 
didn’t believe it would. 

The RT-3 has a neat personality. It 
elicits a positive feeling of confidence 
that it won't break and that it won't 
commit acts of unplanned violence on 
one’s body (other than with the 
kickstarter). The way it arrives it is a 
very “complete motorcycle” except for 
the shocks and the bars. That's better 
than you get on most 1,300 dollar jobs. 
It has a foam air filter, a full floating 
rear brake, a 21-inch front wheel, and so 
on. In some ways it’s almost overdone. 
The tachometer is a frivolous accessory. 
It will take a persistent person to 
overrev the 360. 

The Yamaha never hestitated after 
300 miles of Baja running, and the only 
problem of any kind was taillight bulbs. 
It never even used a spark plug (A good 
thing since the wrench included in the 
tool roll wouldn’t remove it)..Riding the 
RT-3 made me smile, even stranded in 
the desert. I even giggled as my leg 
turned blue, The only thing that would 
keep me from calling it the best large 
Enduro I’ve been on is the exhaust 


noise.

One of the more wonderful and 
mysterious processes that exists in the 
world is catalysis. For example, add a 
little bit of platinum gets the reaction 
going, then takes no further part in the 
action. It can be recovered and used to 
make a ring or another reaction or an 
advertising gimmick for gasoline. But 
the product that it brought about 
remains, to amaze and mock us, because 
no one really knows how the little speck 
of platinum produces such a profound 
change without becoming changed 
itself. 

Catalysts are not unique to 
chemistry, though. Five or six years ago, 
Joel Robert was added to the American 
motorcycling scene. He started a 
reaction that is still going on and 
created a new American product: 
motocross — which remains as tribute to 
his catalytic powers. 

Now the Europeans have tossed 
another potential catalyst: the 
European Motocross Sidehacks into yet 
another inactive American scene. The 
new catalyst has 16 elements; 12 
spectacular men and four magnificent 
machines. The leader of the group is Lee 
Van Dam whose activity resembles a 
controlled nuclear reaction, lots of 
power beneath a quiescent surface. 

Lee manages about 20 professional

THE EUROHACKERS 


sidehack teams in Europe along with a 
few speedway and motocross stars. 
When the championship round in 
Europe was over this fall (It lasts about 
seven months.), what could be more 
natural than a trip to the States? 

There are dirt racing sidehacks here, 
but they can hardly be called motocross 
sidehacks. They race, in small numbers, 
in a variety of spots. Some show up at 
the TT’s, some in the desert and, 
occasionally, find themselves in an 
enduro or club motocross. They are 
generally regarded as a tolerated oddity, 
an off-beat branch of the sport with all 
the social significance of Championship 
Flagpole-Sitting. When they’re entered 
in a desert race, if they finish at all it’s 
usually after the race sponsors have 
gone home. The club does the scoring 
by calling the Sidehack Association, 
who, in turn, call the contestants and 
ask how they finished. A bit of discussion 
usually sorts it out. 

In their own way, the American 
sidehacks are as wonderfully casual as 
their riders. The sidehack itself is 
designed with a hacksaw and executed 
with a welding torch. Some of them 
look like they were done by the same 
guy who did the Watts Towers, 

Naturally, a sidehack must be fitted 
to a “proper” motorcycle, which is 
usually defined as any motorcycle not 
currently being used for anything else. 

The sine qua non seems to be a 
Greeves of about 1964 vintage, but you 
can find anything from Harley 61 to 
Husky bolted into a hack. Legend has it 
that Joel Robert once took a ride on 
one of the better American hacks. “Tt is 
very powerful,” he is reputed to have 
said, “but when I point it this way”, 
(He pointed roughly northeast), “It 
wants to go this way!” as he pointed 
northwest. 

What American sidehackers lack in 
sophistication, though, they make up in 
enthusiasm. A good sidehack race 
resembles more than anything else a 
motorized roller derby, where one does 
not so much win as survive best. A 
sidehacker doesn’t describe a race in 
terms of people passed but in terms of 
people demolished. It’s never done on 
purpose, of course. It just happens. A 
typical sidehack on a motocross course 
has about the same stability as a 
wheelbarrow on a stepladder. Clip a 
wheel on the way by and the result 
looks like an explosion in a factory. 

All of which would make a great 
show for the spectators if only there 
were a few more sidehacks. While merry 
mayhem usually results when two 
sidehacks actually get to dicing, there 
are often so few on the track that they 
get spread out rather quickly. For 
spectators, this turns out to be 
somewhat like sitting on Waikiki beach 
waiting for the leader of the 
TransPacific rowboat race. 

Another factor that hurts sidehack 
racing in this country is that the 
sidehackers can’t race for very long at a 
stretch. The average age of a sidehacker 
is about 38 but this usually doesn’t 
bother them because they often have 
the bodies of 50-year olds. They think 
of conditioning as something you do to 
your hair and any discussion of diet is 
probably resolved in favor of increasing 
the ratio of beer to food. The primary 
physical attribute currently required of 
most American sidehackers is the ability 
to heal quickly. 

Lee Van Dam hopes to change all 
that. Motocross sidehacking in Europe is 
a big sport. In the International 
Championship rounds, they often have 
as many as 35 entries on a course a mile 
or so long. The action is fast, dramatic, 
and continuous. All of the European 
nations are involved and the contest for 
the FIM 750 Sidecar Championship is 
watched by Europeans as closely as the 
NFL race is here in the US. For the best 
sidehackers there is quite a bit of 
money. Start money goes as high as 
$2,000 and the winner’s purse can 
almost double that. Several of the top 
sidehack teams have now signed with 
factories which means even more 
money. 

But motocross sidehacking in Europe 
is the same as motocrossing generally in 
Europe. Most of the activity ceases 
during the cold winter months. They 
figure it would be pretty neat to be able 
to come over here and race just like the 
solo motocrossers do now in the 
TransAMA. But before that is possible 
there has to be someone to race against. 
This, then, is what it’s all about: show 
the American motocrossers what it’s 
like, how to do it and get them on the 








path of righteousness, fast racing, and 
big purses. 

‘To do the job, Lee brought over five 
complete crews and one spare passenger 
along with four Wasp sidehacks. All of 
the riders that are in the US are 
championship caliber and one, Rikkus 
Lubbers, won the World Championship 
last year. Ton Van Heughten has won 
the national championship of Holland 
and was close to winning the World 
Championship this year. As individuals, 
the sidehackers are quite different in 
many respects. Ton, for instance, is not 
very tall while Rikkus is a giant. Ton is 
fairly well off. His family manufacturers 
the well-known Huega Carpets. He holds. 
a chair on the Board of Directors. 
Rikkus is a bricklayer in the off season. 

But, great as the differences are, the 
similarities are much more striking. 
Every one of the sidehackers is an 
athlete. As one of the American 
sidehackers commented, “They look 
like they’ve been carved out of granite!” 
Another commented in awe, “‘They’re 
like animals!” A bit overstated perhaps, 
but understandable. 

In American motorcycling, we’re not 
used to seeing riders who have trained 
and developed their bodies to near 
perfection. Due to the language barrier 
it was a bit difficult to find out just 
what made up their training program, 
but it seems to include running, 
calisthetics, weight lifting, training 
sessions on the bike, and a bit of water 
polo to break up the monotony. And, 
of course, during the season ‘there is 
racing every weekend. The 
championship rounds are two motos 
each about 30 minutes long. 

One important difference between 
American and Europeans sidehackers 
becomes immediately evident in casual 
conversation. Ask an American about a 
race and he immediately tells you about 
the track or some of his experiences on 
it. The Europeans start telling you how 
good it was for the spectators. The 
Europeans didn’t like the course at 
Hopetown too well because it was three 
miles long. 

“The spectators only get tp see us 
five or six times,” Ton Van Heugten 
said, obviously concerned, “‘if it were 
only one mile long they would see us 
twelve, fourteen times. It would be 
much : better.” The Americans are 
sportsmen and are racing for fun; the 
Europeans enjoy racing but it is also 
their living or a good part of it and they 
are intensely conscious of the fact that 
their sport and their living depend on 
the show they provide for the 
spectators. 

The Europeans will put on several 
exhibitions around the country in their 
remaining three or four weeks here. 
They are scheduled to appear at 
Saddleback Park, at the Carnegie Park 
TransAMA and at Puyallup Raceway. 
As catalysts they have already done 
their job. The Americans raced against 
them at Hopetown and did just well 
enough to become really enthusiastic. 
Lee Van Dam offered to get appearance 
money for Jim Stevens if he wanted to 
race in Europe this summer and there 
was a hint that appearance money for a 
few other Americans would be a distinct 
possibility. There is already talk of a 
championship series to determine who 
goes with Jim Stevens. 

But there’s something more 
important at the moment. Having tasted 
the wine of international competition at 
Hopetown, American Sidehackers want 
the rest of the bottle. In short they 
want to be part of the show at 
Saddleback and possibly at Camegie. 
This seems like a natural for all 
concerned. The Americans need the 
experience. The Europeans want to put

on a good show and they can put ona 
much better show if they have, as one 
American puts it, some “cannon 
fodder” out there to give the spectators 
a yard stick against which to measure 
the skill of the Europeans. And, of 
course, the promoter will benefit from a 
better show. The Europeans are only 
putting on an exhibition. FIM 
regulations with not permit them to 
race, even if they had anyone with 
whom they could really stage a race. 
Americans, if they are allowed to get on 
the course at the same time, will also be 
putting on an “exhibition.” There is no 
sidehack event on the TransAMA 
schedule. 

Just as there are catalysts that speed 
up reactions, there are several elements 
that can slow down or stop reactions. 
The AMA now seems to be trying to 
block the American sidehacks from 
racing at Saddleback. It seems the ploy 
will be to require each American hack 
team to buy a professional license at a 
cost of $84 per team. The Americans 
want to compete but it’s doubtful that 
they will want to compete that badly. 
After all there’s no prize money, and it’s 
not even a race. Just half-time 
entertainment, so to speak. 

After the reception the Europeans 
received at Hopetown from both the 
spectators (who collected a healthy 
donation for them) and the American 
Sidehackers, there is no question but 
that their trip, so far, is a success. But it 
has been expensive and the appearance 
money they receive at their exhibitions 
will not begin to cover expenses. So the 
Europeans are planning to sell their fine 
Wasp sidehacks here in the States. The 
Wasps have an obvious advantage over 
the homebuilt hacks: They are not only 
very fast but they also go straight and 
turn in the right direction. 

The asking price is $2,000 and details 
can be obtained from Norton-Villiers in 
Paramount, California. For those 
sidehackers who have their hearts set on 
going to Europe it seems like a good 
investment. Like buying some catalyst 
to keep the reaction bubbling.

MOORPARK, CAL., Nov. 12, 1972 — 
Although many expected the nearby 
action at Hopetown to draw away all 
the local hotshoes,. today’s W.S.M.

Everett Angle (DKW) and 
Skip Reuter (DKW), both sponsored by 
Camarillo Competition Cycles, Mark 
Milford, sponsored by Yamaha of 
Thousand Oaks, and Ken Post (Pen) 
kept so closely together that a single slip 
would cost any of them their place. Yet,

The AME racers found things to be a 
little different with the European MX 
track at Carlsbad with the track being 
modified because of the heavy rains that 
made it even too messy for 
motocrossers.

Wilder’s Coast Moto Cycle CZ made the 
winning come easy for.him with not too 
much commotion coming from his 
followers Mike Norris and Wayne 
Carlton.

The last go, therefore proved 
to be the’ unexpected turnabout 
For, as the pack rumbled (buzzed?) out 
of the infield and into the hills, they 
were led this time by Reuter. He, in 
turn, was followed by Post and Milford, 
and Angle, ina poor position to defend 
his first place standing, lagged behind. 
But, in another show of the 
afore-mentioned ‘‘slips’’, ~ Post 
over-cooked it and crashed. Angle, 
meanwhile began creeping up on 
Milford, and Milford began sneaking up 
on Reuter. Finally, on the last lap with 
5 yards between them, Angle slithered 
past Milford and that’s how they 
finished. Everett thusly clinched first 
overall with Post second and Milford 
third.

Trying to make up time and 
ground, he tried zapping John Volkman 
on the outside of a tum and lost it while 
avoiding getting his foot stuck in John’s 
machinery, 

This left ample opportunity for Matt 
Roth to push his Penton across the 
overall and Charlie settled for second. 
Marty Smith (Mnk), who had pushed 
Bower hard in the first round, took 
third.

The new Wildebeest 197.2cc 
ATLMXRR-3IRR Butterfly uses the 
increasingly popular five-cylinder, 
valve-in-head two-stroke configuration, 
representing a significant breakthrough 
in evolutionary refinement of previous 
models. We fell in love with it at first 
sight, except for one staffer who 
thought it was the -ugliest thing on 
wheels since the Pannonia. 

Styling was tasteful except for the 
cheap plastic emblems on the 
instruction booklet. Workmanship was 
excellent, in general. However, by 
removing the seat, tool tray, air cleaner, 
rear fender, battery, and by hacksawing 
out the battery box, in that order, we 
discovered after sectioning the battery 
box through its spot welds with a 
carbon dioxide laser and examining the 
section under metallurgical microscope, 
that these welds appear to have been 
made by a machine. (So much for 
hand-assembled motorcycles...Ed.) 

Handling was what we’ve come to 
expect from machines with their 
centers-of-gravity located, as indicated, 
by a gas tank cap a full ten inches above 
the “base of the spark plug. The 
Wildebeest plowed and_ oversteered 
badly in the turns, and comers were 
best taken by pushing the machine from 
alongside. 

The shocks are not Japanese, but if 
they were, they'd be no good. 
According to any anonymous Bosnian 
cabbage-peeler, the front forks are equal 
to the best in the world, and we have no 
reason to object to that expert opinion 
except to note that the forks could use 


different springing and more 
dampenampening. Also, Wildebeest 
would do well to investigate the 


possibility of fork seals made of some 
other material than papier-mache. We 
are pleased to see that Wildebeest has 
taken our earlier advice and has 
incorporated pneumatic tires on this 
latest model. 

Everyone agreed on the shape of the 
handlebars but, as usual, there was some 
division of opinion among the test riders 
over the shape of the crankshaft. This, 
however, is something most riders will 
change to suit their individual 
preferences. 

Our test bike had been sadly abused 
by 23 other magazines before we got it 
and, having a total of 0.7 miles on the

instrumentation. The speedometer was 
mildly optimistic, registering 63.5 MPH 
whenever the ignition was turned on. 
We had a spot of bother finding the 
starting combination at first and had to 
tow the machine 247 miles to light it

off. Once the starting drill was 
perfected, the machine fired up on the 
very first kick every single time with no 
exceptions whatsoever at all. With a 
claimed dry weight of just under 15 
pounds, the Butterfly is one of the 
lightest machines in the 197.2cc class,

and the initial feeling of heaviness 
vanished as soon as we were underway. 
The bike seemed to shed at least 958 
pounds as soon as the wheels were 
turning. 

Vibration was nonexistent save for 
barely noticeable traces at 2200, 3700, 
4100, 5500, 6200, 7800 and 8567 RPM 
and intense shaking at any road speed in 
the top three gears. 

The shifting was as smooth as a 
cutting torch through oiled butter, The 
clutch was light and sensitive, and it 
refused to drag or slip though we abused 
it beyond your wildest dreams of sadism 
by taking more than eleven color 
photographs of it. Neutral, however, 
was a trifle hard to find at a spotlight, 
and it was best to pop the box into 
neutral while the motor was 
disassembled on the workbench. 

Fuel consumption was a miserly 1.3 
gallons per overnight parking in the 


garage, proving that Wildebeest has 
finally solved its leakage problems. 
Difficulties with the rear chain also 


seem to have been eliminated since, 
during our entire testing period, we only 
had to adjust the chain once per ten 
revolutions of the rear wheel. 

The Butterfly is no longer equipped 
with Japanese electrics but, if it’ were, 
they’d be excellent. The electronic 
ignition system is now equipped with a 
sinusoidal deplenerator that 


turboencabulates the nivelsheave, a 
practice more manufacturers should 
follow. 


Although we cannot recommend the 
ATLMXRR-3IRR Butterfly for long or 
short trips, we firmly believe it is just 
the machine for a rider who is looking 
for a machine of this type and is willing 
to make the few slight changes needed 
to make it a motorcycle worth looking 
at. A 

For the rider who is proud of his 
equipment, maintains it in perfect 
shape, and does not abuse it by trying 


to ride it, the Butterfly is an 
outstanding buy. A mint condition 
Wildebeest is sure to become a 


collector’s item in just a few centuries. 

When it came time to give the 
machine back, we really hated to part 
with it. Fortunately, we were spared 
this sadness, since it was ripped-off from 
beneath our staff pepper tree, and we 
didn’t have to watch it go.

SEATTLE, WASH., Nov. 19, 1972. — 
Weather that was beautiful at least fot 
Seattle in November, combined with a 
well-oiled AMA show left the reported 
20,000 motocross fans convinced they 
got their money’s worth. A good sound 
system, grandstands, and for the first 
time in Washington’s state’s 
motorcycling history, beer sold at the 
races were all pluses that made the 
Puyallup round one of the best in the 
TransAMA series. 

Impressions 

Really a nice day. Why did I pack my 
long underwear? Fouteen jumps per lap 
on this course and they all look like 
somebody designed them backwards. 
The angle of approach is super steep and 
those guys are going straight into the 
air. 

Wow, ‘what a crowd! They said 
20,000 but you could honestly bet on a 
minimum of 14 or 15 thou. Boy, was 
there a traffic jam heading out. 

Ake Jonsson (Mai) destroyed his 
opposition, He unloaded in the first 
moto, a mild unload, and fought back 
from a mid-pack position to a second 
place by the end of the moto. 

Two more laps and he would have 
dusted off Finn Heikki Mikkola (Hus) 
who won the first one. Mikkola DNF’d 
the other two motos by reason of 
mechanical failure; the second time in a 
row his 360 prototype has cost him a 
probable win. 

Joel Robert, (Say Joe-ell Row-Bare 
or you’re not with it) (Suz) made his 
first appearance of the series. Physical 
condition of the rider is supposedly 
sound but mechanical condition of the 
scooter put him in the DNF column all 
three motos. 

Roger DeCoster (Suz) is still going 
easy on his left knee. Hé ran hot and 
cold. Even when DeCoster is cold, he is 
tough to beat. His final placing was third 
overall and the best Suzuki finish. 

Arne Kring (Hus) was Mr. 
Consistency the whole day. He rode 
smoothly and made very few mistakes. 
He ended up second overall without 
ever finishing higher than fourth in any 
one moto. 

Hans Maisch (Mai) is an impressively 
smooth rider. He make very few 


mistakes and doesn’t waste time sailing 

through the air. Crossed up and smiling 

for the photographers, he ended up up 
with fifth overall. 

Andy Roberton (Hus) could give 

’ starting lessons to Eddie Mulder. He was 

the leader for the first few laps of every 


moto, He came off his scooter once or 
twice but got back on to finish sixth 
overall. I cannot overstate the beautiful 
starts Roberton got at Puyallup. 

Brad Lackey (Kaw) was another Mr. 
Consistency for this days ride. 
Consistent in a couple of ways; first was 
his poor starts, perhaps excusable 
against this star-studded field. Second 
point of consistency; Brad rode very well 
and hung inside the top ten in each of 
the three motos. His overall was seventh 
and first American which cinches his 
hold on top American for the series and 
National Champ in the 500 class. 
Afterwards 

Brad also teamed up with Jim 
Pomeroy (Bul) who finished tenth and 
second American, and they went for a 
ride on one of the Norton sidehacks. 
Brad drove; Pomeroy monkeyed. This 
happened after the main show was over 
but many stuck around just to ruffneck 
the hacksters. 

Brad also teamed up. with Bryon 
Farnsworth, Kawasaki team manager, to 
set top time for a rent-a-racer. After the 
race’s and; after the sidehack ride; 
Lackey took.a Plymouth rental all the 
way around the course. Jumps, hills, 
berms and all. Of course, everybody was 
still sober by then. 


The Winner 
Ake Jonsson has won the TransAMA 
series International class. There is, 


mathematically, no way that anybody 
can beat him, 

His domination of the latter part of 
this series was phenomenal for 
consistency and skill. He was challenged 
strongly only by Heikki Mikkola, who 
was plagued with minor mechanical 
difficulties that put him back. 


250 Support Class 

Bill Clements (Hus) was switched to 
the 250 Support class instead of being 
in the 500 International class where he 
was originally entered. Bill was more 
dominant in the two support motos 
than Ake was in the International. He 
won both of the 20 minute motos going 
away. 

The sidehacks blew everybody’s 
minds. The Honda hack of the brothers 
Haller from Holland did the job in one 
moto and finished second to one of the 
Norton hacks in the second moto to win 
overall. 

The two winner, Jonsson and 
Clements, were last seen smiling and 
counting their money, as were the 
promoters. In every way, Puyallup was a 
success.

In this article I will explain how a 
rider, by manipulating his diet and 
exercise routine, can force his body to 
store maximal amounts of energy. I 
have also been asked to explain aerobic 
and anaerobic muscle function in 
relationship to strength and endurance. 
An understanding of this will serve as an 
excellent basis for the subject of 
maximal performance. 

Maximal performance is determined 
by: 1) Psychological factors, 2) 
muscular strength and coordination, 3) 
energy output. 

Psychologic factors are: “I haven’t 
raced enough; my bike isn’t right; I’m 
stale from riding too much; I didn’t 
sleep last night; I have a headache, 
backache, sore muscles, flu, gas; my cat 
is sick.” This rider is just setting himself 
and others up to accepting his defeat. If 
you expect yourself to do poorly that is 
exactly what you will do. The rider with 
drive, determination, self confidence, 
mental toughness and no sick cat at 
home will always finish near the top, 
unless his bike doesn’t match his ability. 
Mental toughness is very important 
because the top athlete will force his 
body to tolerate the aching of muscle 
fatigue far beyond the average person. 

Recent studies reveal that lactic acid 
buildup in the body, whiċh is related to 
muscle fatigue, can be tolerated five 
times above normal by the top athletes. 
The great riders do not dwell upon their 
losses but concentrate on improving the 
type of riding which is most difficult for 
them. He rides best when the odds are 
slightly against him and derives little joy 
unless his ability is challenged. If he 
does lose, the failure is accepted as his 
own and he feels personally responsible 
for that loss. 


Muscular Strength 

Man basically has two types of 
muscle fibres; a stronger muscle fiber 
which depends on the breakdown of 
sugar without oxygen for energy and a 
smaller enduracne-type muscle fiber 
with a well developed blood supply 
which depends on oxygen for drawing 


: energy from sugar. The stronger, bulky 


muscle fibers are called anaerobic 
muscles (Need no oxygen for 
contraction) and the smaller endurance 
muscle fibers are called aerobic muscles 
(Require oxygen for contraction.) A 
weight lifter will have twice as many 


anaerobic fibers as the runner or 
untrained subject. Not only do we have 
to types of muscles, we also vary 
individually in the actual number of 
muscle fibers in each muscle group. 

The type and number of muscle 
fibers are determined by what you 
inherit from your parents. Because of 
this variation we have a range of 
individuals with extremely strong bulky 
type muscles with very ` limited 
endurance, to the spindely athlete with 
no muscle bulk but fantastic endurance. 
Good examples of the spindely aerobic 
type athletes are the distance runners of 
the last Olympics. Obviously most of us 
are not at the extremes but a 
combination of both with one type of 
the other slightly predominating. You 
cannot really choose your build, but 
only develop what you are born with to 
its maximum. Because the number -of 
muscle fibers vary no matter how hard a 
person works out, if born with a limited 
number of muscle fibers can never 
acquire the bulky build of aweight lifter, 
Most individuals can become good 
athletes, but to become a superb athlete 
one must naturally be endowed with the 
proper number and ratio of muscle 
fibers. In other words, the superior 
athlete is born to be great. 

With extensive training one can 
increase the capacity of both the 
aerobic and anaerobic muscles; however, 
each individual has a ceiling of 
performance. A group of 20-year-old 
men who were never active in 
competitive sports were place on a hard 
training program. Initially their 
improvement was very good, but after 
one year there was no further increase 
in their ability and the plateau attained 
was far below the values of top athletes. 
Female riders’ maximal muscle power 
runs generally 25% lower than males, 
therefore they should be commended 
for their achievements in competitive 
racing. 

ENERGY 

When muscles are intially worked the 
anaerobic fibers predominate; however, 
at about two minutes the aerobic 
muscles fibers are handling about 50% 
of the, work. Soon after this the 
anaerobic fibers are fatigued because of 
the accumulation of lactic acid and the 
aerobic process utilizing oxygen carries 
the work load. In other words, the 
bulky  strength-type muscle fibers 


fatigue in about two minutes and when 
the endurance type aerobic muscle 
fibers take over you have attained your 
“second wind.” 

The body fuel for all muscle work is 
glycogen. This energy source is 
composed of glucose (body sugar) and 
the amount of glycogen stored in the 
muscle directly determines endurance. 
When carbohydrates (sugar, starches, 
etc.) are absorbed, they are all 
converted to glucose by the liver and 
then passed directly into the circulation 
for utilization and storage. 
Carbohydrates are poorly absorbed in 
states of deficiencies of certain B 
vitamins such ‘as thiamine, pyredoxine 
and pantothenic acid. A rider therefore 
should be sure than he utilizes a good 
source of vitamins. After absorption the 
glucose (sugar) is stored in limited 
amounts. in the muscles and any excess 
of this is converted to and stored as fat. 
When the muscles are worked, the 
glycogen undergoes an extremely 
complicated breakdown releasing energy 
for utilization by the muscles. The 
stronger anaerobic muscle fibers can 
metabolize the glycogen to lactic acid 
and the accumulation of this product 
partly accounts for muscle fatigue. At 
this point the importance of the aerobic 
muscle fibers is realized because the 
aerobic process, using oxygen, will 
convert the lactic acid to a form which 
will relase further energy without the 
accumulation of waste products. When 
the lactic acid is reduced fatigue will 
disappear. If the athlete then paces 
himself so that the aerobic process can 
keep the lactic acid down to tolerable 
levels he can continue his exertion until 
all the stored glycogen is depleted. At 
this point the athlete is completely 
exhausted; he is through! 

From this you can understand why 
you breathe hard after short strenuous 
exertion such as a 100-yard-dash. By 
deep and rapid breathing you draw in 
excess oxygen to be used to reduce the 
lactic acid to normal limits. Breathing 
returns to normal when the lactic acid 
returns to normal. 

It is obvious that if an individual 
could increase the amount of stored 
glycogen in his -muscles he would 
increase his endurance. Increased muscle 
glycogen allows the rider more energy 
to race harder and longer. Remember 
that protein is not a good source of 
energy and a pure protein diet is not a

sensible diet. Protein is necessary for a 
healthy body and to build strong 
muscles, but is an expensive and poor 
substitute for carbohydrates as a source 
of energy. Fortunately most foods 
considered as protein sources also 
contain carbohydrates and fat. 

In a person with a normal diet the 
stored glycogen will provide energy for 
about two hours of heavy exertion. 
When glycogen storage approaches zero 
the subject will be exhausted. If the 
person is placed on a high carbohydrate 
diet the glycogen storage can be 
increased about 50%. If the person will 
exercise to exhaustion, depleting his 
glycogen preceeding the high 
carbohydrate diet he can increase his 
glycogen storage two and one-half times 
the normal amount. Further increases of 
almost three-fold can be attained by a 
high protein/low carbohydrate diet 
several days before exercises. To break 
it down into a daily routine counting 
Sunday as the day of racing: 


Regular diet on Monday and 
Tuesday. High protein/low 
carbohydrate diet Wednesday and 


Thursday. During these days follow 
your own regular exercise routine. On 
Thursday increase your exercising, 
jogging or running so that you will 
deplete your glycogen storage. On 
Friday, Saturday and Sunday morning 
place yourself on a high carbohydrate 
diet. Now remember that if you don’t 
race on Sunday all the carbohydrate will 
turn into fat! 

The above routine is more or less 
what I have worked out personally with 
some of our district 37 desert and 
motocross riders. There are no hard fast 
rules and the riders can vary the above 
to fit his own personal needs. For 


example, some individuals cannot 
tolerate a high protein or high 
carbohydrate diet without some 


stomach discomfort. Grape juice, which 
is a beautiful source of almost pure 
glucose, can cause some loose bowels 
and this can be quite uncomfortable in 
your leathers. I understand some 
Buzzards can attest to this.

LUCERNE, CAL., Nov. 5, 1972 — The 
two separate loops seemed to be guite 2 
welcome to the Novices and Beginners 
who normally spend their day going 
around in circles on a European 
scrambles course, or trying their luck in 
a one loop desert race. The latter being 
the first half of a Hare and Hound. 

At the bomb it’s Mike McElfresh, 
Bob Porter, Lee Dotson and Larkin 
Wight, last race’s overall Beginner 
winner, Larkin Wight does a spectacular 
get-off for the crowd at the bomb and 
sits this one out in the back of one of 
the Jeepers units. Trail is good, a few 
whoop-de-doo’s, an occasional bush in 
the face. Something exciting happening 
ahead in front of dry lake, Maico tries 
to mount Husky, both riders object and 
the four of them go cart wheeling off 
together, The dust clears and riders, one 
up and stirring around, were on the lake 
now and heading for a little hill. Just 
about the time this trail is all starting to 
look alike, course tightens up and up 
pops some small dunes. Course starts to 
veer to the right and exits valley into a 
very neat little sand wash. Leaving the 
wash, down we continue to the base of 
another hill, this time it is a hill. Say 
hello to fellows on hill writing numbers 
and talking on radio’s. 

Rolling off the back of hill we come 
to one of the most famous sections at 
Lucerne Valley. It would be nice to give 
this a handle but it has belonged to so 
many races over the past 20 years it 
would be hard to say who first put us 
through here, but here we are anyway 
bouncing along over some of the most 
beautiful sets of whoop-de-doo’s you 
can imagine — you know the kind, nice 
and soft — five feet deep and two feet 
across and as far as the eye can see. 

Look at all the people, guy standing 
with flag pointing us into pit road. 28 
year old Jim Kiekmeyer on a 360 
Yamaha was first rider through and 
keeping with the times was Mike 


McElfresh on a 400 Husky running 
second. Highlighting the 250 class and 
third overall was Bob Blackman. 

Loop two is 37 miles long and leaves 
the valley in a figure eight fashion north 
and to the left. With a thirty minute 
delayed start, the first Beginner takes 
some gas — gets his check and splits into 
the desert. That was Melvin Garter on a 
400 Suzuki. 

The country takes on a different 
look here and course becomes quite 
interesting going in and out of small 
tight washes, dashing up and down the 
small hills and laughing to myself at 
some of the signs observed around the 
course. This particular section is rolling 
knolls, six to ten foot high with short 
spurts of flat ground on top, sprinkled 
with a dash of rocks laying here and 
there and the sign says “Slow — It’s 
more fun that way”. Other comments I 
noticed along the way were — at the top 
of a down hill, “Bombs Away” — 
halfway down — “Stop if you can” — 
and a nice cross ditch just laying there 
waiting for you to drop in was marked 
“Danger, open trench” and judging 
from the danger marks and upside down 
arrows, I gathered they weren’t kidding. 
I locked it up and took the little trench 
in stride.

Of course, 
Larry had the advantage in that Jeff 
Jeffries, when he decided to get off, 
waited until Wayne was right behind 
him and poor Wayne really had his 
hands full trying to avoid disaster. Jeff 
is lucky Wayne didn’t use him for 
traction. 

Gene Cannady had moved his Honda 
into second place leaving the pits, but 
got off hard somewhere on the second 
loop and at the finish line had moved 
back to seventh overall, giving his 
number two spot to Bill Saltzman. 

Doug Winchell (Bul), the pride of the 
Invaders, took second 250 Expert at 
third overall, just ahead of Allen Lund 
(Bul) and Terry Davis (Yam). 

Bill Friant (Puc) was first in his class 
at sixth overall, which he evidentally 
felt was a poor showing as he explained 
that he wasn’t feeling too red hot. He

I’ve watched in bug-eyed wonder as 
J-N. Roberts streaked across the desert;

watching English Trials is fascinating; 
almost hypnotic. 

With engines muffled so you are able 
to stand next to one while it is running 
and hold a’conversation, moving in slow 
motion with the ease and grace of a 
ballet dancer, the Trials riders glide over 
terrain where you couldn’t walk. Bike 
and rider are on their own as they 
attempt to “clean” each section. The 
section might be a rock pile, a slippery 
creek bed or logs, and each rider must 
guide his machine through without 
putting his feet down or losing forward 
motion. 

December 10, Escape Country will 
play host to the third annual Trial de 
Espana. In addition to the awesome 
display of talent, which includes World 
Champion Mick Andrews and Canadian 
Champion John Ranger, the proceeds of 
the event will go to send the top 
southern California Trials riders to 
Europe for the 1973 championship 
rounds. 

In English Trials, the terrain and 
obstacles are as nature has left them, 
but the layout crew was able to find 
sections at Escape Country which 
present sufficient challenge to delight 
the most skillful rider and sections 
which are easy enough not to discourage 
the quaking Novice.

Maintenance required during the test 
was minimal. The chain wanted adjust- 
ment once in 2000 miles. The adjustable 
chain oiler kept it (and most of the rear 
of the machine) properly lubricated. 
The carbs were out of synch, but could 
be quickly adjusted. Oil wanted topping 
up once. It’s near impossible to get the 
air cleaner element out. The only other 
things that we had to do to it were to 
tighten up the nut that came off the left 
end of the crankshaft and load it in a 
truck when it stopped running. 

Itedid stop running. As of this writing 
we don’t know why. Initially we feared 
that the engine’s innards had committed 
hari-kari, but examination of the spark 
plugs revealed nothing that supported 
this theory. Then we discovered that 
the electrics (lights, horn, etc.) weren’t 
working, although the fuse was intact. 
The machine was due back to 
Norton-Villiers about this time and we 
didn’t get a chance to delve into the 
nature further. (When we find out, we 
will put something in The Latest Poop.) 

With what is written above, the 
reader is likely to conclude that we 
didn’t like the Commando, If you just 
want an appliance that would work like 
a toaster to just do the job, you would 
be correct. This would be overlooking 
one very important aspect of the 


Norton, You see, this bike was more tun 
to ride than any other 750 we have ever 
tested. 

Being fun to ride is something that 
won’t exist in a nice, big, smooth 
dual-overhead cam six, either. The 
multis will be inherently smooth, but 
what the Norton is and the multis aren’t 
is light, compact, simple, easier to 
service, and generally more manageable. 
While the twin-cylinder engine can’t 
develop the same potential power, it 
doesn’t need to since it is mounted in a 
lighter chassis. The Norton is a bullet; 
particularly with the Combat engine. 
With less horsepower, you can use a 
lighter frame and vise-versa. Lightness 
means easier, better handling, too. 
Norton used the word “rideability” to 
express this. It is a very descriptive 
word. 

The suspension, brakes, bars, and 
seating position make for a 
super-controllable machine. One staffer 
came back from a near thing with a big 
grin and a thank-God-I-was-on-a-Norton 
testimony. It won’t wiggle, it goes 
straight, and it isn’t impressed in the 
least by riders who get all pukka and 
climb off all over the place like Paul 
Smart. It makes even the casual 
weekend rider feel like Freddy Fast 
cutting through diminishing radius turns

time in the season that Yamaha had not 
led the field. Harley-Davidson held an 
18 point edge over Yamaha. 

At Castle Rock, Washington, Scott 
took his only win of the season aboard 
his Triumph while Rice was second and 
Mark Williams, who at one time led the 
pack, was third. 

Triumph moved into first place with 
the Castle Rock victory, posting a total 
of 1,350 points while Harley-Davidson 
slipped to second, 43 points behind. 
Yamaha dropped to third. 

At the Laguna Seca road race near 
Monterey, California, Rayborn romped 
to his second win of the season while 
Romero was second and Roberts was 
third. Triumph held its lead, with 1,470 
total, but Harley-Davidson was a scant 


. 17 points away in second. 


Moving back East, Yamaha-powered 
Palmgren took his first National race of 
the season, gaining the victory at 
Roosevelt Raceway. Finishing second 
was Lawwill while Brelsford captured 
third. Lawwill’s second place finish 
pushed Harley-Davidson past Triumph 
and into first place with a 1,577 point 
total. 

At the Homewood, Illinois, Mile, 
Dick Mann took the lead at the start 
and never looked back. Brelsford was 
second and Rex Beauchamp, third. 

Harley-Davidson kept its lead and 
Yamaha passed Triumph, for second 
place., 

Dick Mann went to Peoria next to 
post his second National win in a row 
with his fifth TT victory at that track 
with Sonny Burres second and Lawwill 
third. Harley-Davidson still led, but 
Triumph moved ahead of Yamaha into 
second place with 1,655 points. 

At Hinsdale and Santa Fe Park short 
track, Barry Gerald from Louisiana, 
pulled one of the season’s major upsets 
as he piloted his Ossa to the victory. He 
was followed to the wire by Don Castro 
and Ossa teammate Darryl Hurst. 

Following that race, Harley-Davidson 
remained in first place, but Yamaha 
moved back into second and Triumph

fell back to third. For the rest of the 
season the order remained unchanged. 

At Indianapolis, Chuck Palmgren was 
first followed by Sehl and Raybom. 
Talladega crowds saw Yvon Duhamel 
and his Kawasaki beat the heat and the 
rest of the field as he averaged over 110 
MPH in the 200-mile race. He was 
followed to the finish line by teammate 
Gary Nixon and Suzuki rider, Art 
Baumann. 

At the Atlanta Mile, Dave Sehl came 
up the winner while Rex Beauchamp 
took second and Don Castro was third. 

Moving back to the West Coast, Gary 
Scott nailed down second place in the 
personal point race by capturing the 
Ascot Half-mile. He was followed to the 
checkers by Tom Rockwood and Mert 
Lawwill. 

In the season finale at the Ontario 
250-mile road race, Paul Smart stylishly 
rode his Kawasaki to a first place finish 
by virtue of fifth and first place finishes 
in the race’s two 125-mile segments. 

Rounding out the top three 
super-scratchėrs were Geoff Perry from 
New Zealand, and Renzo Pasolini of 
Italy. Top American rider was Mark 
Brelsford who finished fourth on his 
750 Harley. The first segment winner 
was Kel Carruthers from Sidney, 
Australia. 


END OF IT ALL FOR 1972 

With the regular points season over, 
there was just one race left: the Race of 
Champions at San Jose, California. 

Contestants were National dirt track 
winners Dick Mann, Gene Romero, Mert 
Lawwill, Dave Sehl, Jim Rice, Chuck 
Palmgren, Mark Brelsford and Gary 
Scott. 

After the dust had cleared, it was 
Dave Sehl, new “Champion of 
Champions” as he recorded the fastest 
qualifying time of the day, placed first 
in his heat and the regular Main, then 
also took the Race of Champions. 

Finishing second in the Race of 
Champions was Mert Lawwill and in 
third was Chuck Palmgren.

on the asphalt. 

Not only is it ridable, but it-has one 
of. the most impressive images we’ve 
encountered.

-------What to do when Your Scooter Won't Scoot-------

There are a large number of motorcycle riders who have the mechanical aptitude 
to effect repairs on their bikes at home in the garage. Shop manuals are none too 
hard to follow and most bikes aren’t that complicated. Unfortunately, even the best 


So your bike just died. Cheer up, it was Waldo’s scooter last week. Don’t abuse the 
kickstarter until you're blue in the face. Sit down. Think it out. Next, try following 
these steps, until your bike runs or you finish reading. At worst, you might relax. 

1. Open the gas cap and see if there is anything in the tank. 

— Was there a vacuum type sound (phtt) when you opened it? The vent in the cap 
might be plugged so try starting the engine sans gas cap. 

. Turn off the gas, then remove a fuel line and briefly turn on the gas. If a flow 
comes out the tap, you now know if gas is getting to the carburetor. 

— If gas didn’t come out, the screen in the petcock might be plugged. If you have 
pliers you can fix it. 

. Turn on the lights. Did they do anything? If nothing, check the fuse. 

— If you don’t have a spare fuse, just connect the two wire ends leading to the fuse 
and the taillight bulb will play fuse for you. 

— Still nothing? Check the battery ground wire. That's the one that goes fron? one 
battery terminal to the frame somewhere. 

— Does the taillight glow a little? Somehow your battery has discharged. Sit back 
for a half hour, the battery will probably recover a little. The bike should start 
and run badly. Don't use the lights, the cigarette lighter or play the radio. Go 
home at moderate speed, without revving the engine. 

. So, the carb is getting gas and the golden glow of volts (some) is hidden in the 
battery's heart somewhere. It still won't run. Close, but no cigar. So let's try the 
spark plug. as 
— Pull out the plug, being prudent enough not to break it. 

— Momentous decision; is the plug wet or dry? Wet people can go to 5.; dry to 6. 

. Does the plug smell strongly of gas, or does it seem kind of oily and have little 
odor? If you have a four-stroke and the plug is decidedly oily, you can hang it up. 
Your piston is not adequately plugging the big hole called the cylinder. 

— Try to dry the plug off and clean off residue (or put in your spare if you're 
clever). The critical area is where the once white porcelain insulator contacts the 
body (ground), the threaded part. Get it dry and free of foreign objects. If you 
have a book of matches, the non-burning end of one works great to get down in 
the space. If you dip the plug in the gas tank (and don’t drop it) that will help 
remove residue and the gas will evaporate quickly. Make sure the plug is clean. 
Go to the section on gapping in 6. 

+ If your spark plug is dry it still may not work. 

— Has a whiskerish looking piece of gray material bridged the gap. The lead 
monster (pollution, too) has gotten your plug. 

— Is there a foreign object, like sand from the last time you “‘reconditioned” the 
plug, down by the insulator? 

— Is there a reasonable gap? A reasonable gap is about one thumbnail and a little 
more thick or 25 to 30 thousandths. 

— More on gapping for the occasion later. 

. To the best of your knowledge the spark plug is functional, so it’s now time to 
pursue the clever spark demon. 

(Caution: if you have a pointless, electronic, capacitive discharge, etc., ignition, 

you're about done. Systems such as those found on many Kawasakis, some 

Suzukis, most later Spanish bikes Maicos anythina with a Sachs “B” engine, and 





of mechanics tend to panic when the bike dies right underneath them on the road. 
Most of us lack a reasonable procedure for emergency troubleshooting. The following 
list is intended to be stuffed in the tool roll on your bike to help out when you're far 
from home and lonely and your bike has quit. 


—

— Ground the plug: Insert the removed spark plug into the cap with lead wire and 
ground it on the cylinder head. Scrape the metal body of the plug (the threaded | 
Part) against the head a little, to insure a good ground. 

— Take your spare hand and put it on the seat or rubber hand grip, anything 
non-metallic, and you won't get shocked, especially if the plug is well-grounded. 

— If your scooter has really let you down (you're just outside Ogallala, Nebraska 
or you were running first in the Baja 500 ), you can use your foot to turn they 
engine over. If you last tuned the engine 20,000 miles ago and are breathing aj 
sigh of relief that it has finally happened, you can use the electric starter, or if 
you have non-magneto ignition just open the points. | 

— Hopefully you just saw a bright blue spark arc across the gap. If there was al 
fuzzy spark down around the insulator you didn’t get the plug clean enough. fl 
the spark was feeble white or nonexistent, read on. l 

. Find the points: On most Japanese two-strokes they're found on the lower left | 
side of the engine, behind a cover. On all Hondas except “Fours” and pushrod | 
engines, the points are behind a cover on the left side of the cylinderhead. On thel 
pushrods, they're on the lower left side and on the “Fours” they're found on thel 
lower right behind another one of those covers. On English bikes the “breakers” | 
are generally Jower right (and good luck). On Harleys and Moto Guzzis, they're in| 
the distributor on the right and on BMWs they're on the front. 

— Turn the engine over. Do the points open and close? That’s a good stärt. If they | 
don”’t,either the screw that holds them in place worked loose or the spring broke. | 
You can fix the former but not the latter. | 

— Establishing a point gap: The gap should be about 15 thousandths when the] 
point cam has them fully open. 15 thousandths is a tight credit card or a loose 
business card. Take the business card and clean the points with it. Don’t leave | 
any of it there. | 

— With some metal object cross the points when they are open. There should be aj 
spark. If not, start looking for loose wires. | 

-Still got a weak or nonexistent spark? Try closing the spark plug gap down wy 
about 10 to 15 thousandths (business card size again). That might overcome 
inadequacies.

NOW HEAR THIS 


It has been reported to me that some 
off-road vehicle organizations may be 
planning to hold organized events on 
public domain lands administered by 
the Bureau of Land Management 
without obtaining the required special 
land use permit. 

As I am sure you are aware, we-now 
require that all organized off-road 
vehicle events in which more than 25 
vehicles compete on a defined ‘course 
obtain a special land use permit. The 
procedures, adopted this year, further 
require a recreation use fee, bond or 
security, and comprehensive _ liability 
insurance as conditions of the permit to 
protect the government as well as the 
sponsors of these events. 

I hope you will inform your 
members that it is our firm intent to 
enforce the conditions set forth in our 
regulations and procedures for this type 
of event. Such enforcement action will 
include appropriate civil and/or criminal 
sanctions directed towards those 
responsible for activities performed in 
violation of those requirements. Such 
actions, of course, will be directed not 
only toward the officers of the 
sponsoring organizations, but towards 
participants as ‘well. 

I urge the interested clubs and 
individuals to cooperate with us and to 
comply with the new procedures in the 
same spirit that the off-road vehicle 
groups have shown in working with the 
Bureau on the Off-Road Vehicle 
Advisory Council to develop workable 
guidelines for management of this use of 
the public lands. But I must make it 
clear to those who would take the 
opposite course that we will take 
whatever legal action is necessary to see 
that the regulations are complied with. 

Our plan is to make a news release of 
our intention to seek enforcement of 
the ORV guidelines by legal action if 
necessary, as we believe an informed 
public will choose the proper course.

HONEST PRES 


I enjoyed reading your coverage of 
Hopetown. As usual, your dudes were 
right there to handle their job in a most 
professional manner. However, I think I 
can help clear up one point that 
Maureen Lee wrote about in her “Quick 
Impressions of Hopetown” column. 

She stated that Preston Petty 
protested his own machine becausé he 
wasn’t sure it was a 350, or in the case 
of Bultaco, a 325. That wasn’t the 
reason Pres protested; he knew the bike 
was legal because I told him it was (It 
was my Bul he was riding.). Pres and I 
have been friends for well over ten years 
and he knew I wouldn’t lie to him, What 
actually happened was that some of the 
riders in that class told Preston after the 
race that they knew the bike was either 
a 250, or bigger than a 350. Personally, 
I didn’t know Bultaco made a cycle over 
350cc that a private owner could buy. 
This was one reason Pres decided to 
protest his own machine, because, as 
Maureen stated, he wouldn’t want to 
win on a bike that wasn’t legal. 
However, the main reason he did the 
somewhat surprising act of protesting 
his own bike was because a certain AMA 
official told Preston that he, too, 
thought the bike was illegal but that 
since no one protested he’d overlook it.

box/number plate. (Gotcha! Dave...Ed.)

DEAR JOHN LETTER 

The clipping from your edition of 
October 24 just reached my desk (fast 
service!) and your editor’s note at the 
bottom seemed to call for a reply to 
clarify a point for you I’m referring to 
our mid-October letter addressed to all 
groups interested in off-highway vehicle 
use and enforcement. 

In that letter we mentioned that a 
vehicle trespassing on private land 
(assuming that the vehicle lacks both a 
street license and an OHV sticker) can 
be cited on two counts: first, for 
trespassing; second, for lacking an OHV 
sticker. Your footnote said: “The 
off-highway use sticker was originally to 
license use of public lands. Now you'll 
be doubly cited for riding on private 
land. Something’s wrong...Ed.” 

If you'll review Section 38010 of the 
Vehicle Code, you will note that it says 
nothing directly about “public lands”. 
It says that every vehicle operated or 
used exclusively off the highways shall 
be issued and dispaly an identification 
plate or device, etc., unless such vehicle 
falls within one of the listed exceptions. 
One of those exceptions is the one 
referring to use solely on private 
property with express permission of 
owner or tenant. 

A vehicle being operated on private 
property without such express 
permission clearly is violating trespass 
laws (usually local ordinance). Since the 
vehicle does not carry an OHV sticker 
plate (or a street license), assuming that 
to be the case in this hypothetical 
situation, the owner can be cited for 
that violation of the Vehicle Code as 
well as for trespassing. This may never 
actually occur, but it could. 

In other words, if an owner is going 
to use his vehicle at all, it must be 
identifed or registered, either for street 
use or for off-highway use, unless it is 
used exclusively within one of the 
exceptions listed under Section 38010 
(b). 

Now we do not believe “something’s 
wrong” with that interpretation. It just 
further points up the fact that the 
potential penalty for getting caught in 
violation of the law far outweighs the 
amount of registration fee due, and that 
good citizenship calls for compliance 
with the law, not definance of it. 

We would hope that “Cycle World” 
would lead the way among its wide 
readership, for one thing is sure: unless 
the present pace of registration 


compliance with the off-highway vehicle: 


law steps up considerably, funds for the 

special recreation trails and facilities will 

be a long time in accumulating for use 

by the Department of Parks and 
Recreation and by local governments. 

Enclosed is a copy of our recently 

revised OHV information leaflet.
